{ubjecs in a {laviſh manner, though they did thoſe things he com- 
manded, and performed them well,:yet for ſmall cauſes did he 
gorment or fine chem. By chance a good honeſt fellow, ann of 
ſmall ſubſtance, poor , and deſpicable, did fo beat his Lord and 
Maſters greyhound, whereof he was wonderfully carefull, that he 
rhought tor iche ſhould be put ro death, Vhen the Governour 
underſtood it, being very angry, and with a ſtern and menacin! 
countcnafce grievoully chiding him, commanded him' to be cal 
100 & moſt baſe priſon, andtheredeing faſt bound, was Kepr in a 
miſerable cuſtody. After forme dayes came they who were willing 
to ob{crve his commarids, as they uſed to do, rhe priſon dore being 
taſt, and as wgll ape dores as every paſſage made cloſe, that he 
could not geforth, they could find himmo where within the Pri- 
fon, who fearchivg a long time, and he appeared nor, neither was 
there any ſtep or 1ymptome of his eſcapero be ſeen, they broughr 


the-news totheir Governour:; which feeming ro him incredible, 


he was ſtrangely amazed. Within rhree dayes the ſame dores being 
ſtrongly barr'd, thar very fame he, which of late was depured to 
priſon, every one being ignora ne thereof, was again forc'r and 
thruſt into the ſarne Priſon, and like to one in an amaze, requeſted 
that he might with all ſpeed be admitted to his Lord, for he had 
ſomewhat of conſcquence'totell him i all hafte, which was not 
to be delayed. And when he was preſently broughe to him, he 
told him he was releaſed by ſome of the infernall crew, that ſince 
he could not endure rhe uglinefle of the Priſon, he was grown def- 
perate, andbcing afraid of his doow, notknowing what to do, or 
cal' 
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calld roancvill ſpirir, that he would be helpfull to him, and re- 
Jeaſc him our of thar ill- favoured dungeon. A little while after 
the Devill appeared ro him in the ſame Priſon,of a deformed ſhape 
and terrible countenavce, and that he had agreed with him thar 
he ſhould free himfrom thence andall Iron bolrs'and locks, 'and

hear, the palm of his hand, which he put forth-ro the:Purple;- was 
on-fire, For it was almoſt waſted with bliſters and vile Ulcers, as 
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with ſome poyſon. St. eAnthonres fire, or ſome other miſchief, thar 
ſeemed to ſpread it ſclt further and further.

109, and w:U;am of Malmsbury, Monk. in his Hiſtory, 
in che time of Peter Damranus, Thar there were two old women Inne- 
holders, that is, ſuch as gave enterrgiament to travellers for their 
money, (for an Inne is properly called a pubtlick place of entertain- 
ment for money) which olt4 women living rogerher in. rhe ſame 
houſe, and exerciſing the fame art of Wiechcrafr, when aſtranger 

' cameEatone, they transformed him into-an horſe, a fwine, 'or an 
Aﬀe, and fold him for a certain price eo Merchants. A certain day 
a young man appearing, by his geſture a Stage-player, being enter- 
rained of them, and caring meat with them, was by then transfor- 
med into anAfe:they gained much by him,who ſhewed many won- 
derfull tricks to paſſengers ; for at the command of the old women, 
or any fign chey made, he turned , or moved which way they 
pleaſed ; for his underſtanding periſhed nor,though his ſpeech cea- 
ted, whereby the old women got much money; which being per- 
ccived by a neighbour, he for great furame of money bought the 
Aﬀe; bur the women conditioned he ſhould fo keep him, that he 
fhould not go intothe water. His keeper for a long time kept him 
from the water, bur ar laſt was fo incautclons, that he brought 
him to a pool in the neighbourhood, where he a long time wal- 
lowing and tumbling, he was reftored to his own proper ſhape 
and when his keeper raifed him up ro fee wherher ir were his Aﬀe 
or no, he told him who he was; the ſervant told this to his Maſter, 

- his Maſter telleth the ſame to Pepe Leoz the old women being con- 
verted, confefle ir. The Pope doubted hereof ; bur a moſt learned 
man, Petrus Damianus manifeſted ro him, that it might be true, by 
the example of S$:monx Magw, who had imprinted upon Fauſtinius 
his own image or likenefle, 


Mis Verdunus, and Peter Burgottas, Shepherds, having con- 
traced with the Devil, could when they pleaſed, by the uſe 
of a certain oyntment, transform themſelves mro Wolves, and 
killing men, avd other creatures, they ran away amongſt other 
Wolves, as people imagined. They were burnt alive in the Dio- 
ceſs of Biſnutina,in the year of Chriſt, 1521, Yierws, book 5, ch,10, 
concerning the legerdemains of Devils. 
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EN the year 1348,04 the eighth Calends of February, In. Normay 
a moſt great Earchquake did happen;as ic is recorded at Penne. 
nia, Thinwum, Dalmatia, Carnis, and Hifirta, which laſked withau- 
any intermiſſion for the ſpace of tourry dayes ; the Barth was. va- 
riouſly ſhaken, wondetful works were thewed, Aorauis and By- 
varis telthe loſle of rwenry fix Towns and Caſtles thereby chrown 
downs itis related tv the acts of that year; Men and Beaſts periſh- 
ed, Walls, Temples, Buildings were averrurned, whole Cirics 
overthrowny moreover mountains burſt aſuader, ſqueezed char 
ruinous deſtruQian and. loffe of men:for ewa Mountains (as it were) 
ran to the devoured Cities, and being drawa violenmily to the 
Town of Eliſe, killed all living Creatures thar were therein z the 
gaping of the Earth, chat thereupon eniucd, parcly remained: as 
the Earthquake left ir; but ſome parc of it growing widerz ſwal- 
lowed up all before it, the ſoyl being lo fallen into it, that there 
was no poſſible paſſage.

Conredus of MMcydenburg, an excellent Philos 
ſopher and Mathcmatrician, ſpeaking of this rempeſtuous Earth- 
uake, ſairh, That theſe Statues were ſeen by him and the Auſtria

OTE Kipg of the Swedes and Goths, an exa&t obſerver of Ju- 
ſtice and Equity, loſt the love of many of his Nobles that 
diſliked ſuch ſeverity, who being ivraged art him, procured a Bull

wherein the King paſling was ſet upon,and by his horns was killed, 
and fa loſt his Scepter, John Adag. in his book 8. chap, 13.

bur: wholly pale and filent. After three dayes her Parents got Di- 
vinesto her, who when they had ſeriouſly converſed with her, the 
Devil went out of her, and ſhe falling down, appeared a meer vg- 
ly baſe carcaſs ;: blood is the cauſe of a good colour, and lively 
ſpirits; theſe che Devil cannor create ; God onely our Creator

JN the year of Chriſt, 1543, a certain /taltar, by name Azdyeas, 
a jugler of Sathan, coming up and down among(ithe-Sepulchres, 
and leading a red- blind dog, 'by which he did many prodigious 
things; ſometimes in the middle of the Marker, A4rdreas (a great 
company ſtanding about him) would cauſe them ro-throw down 
upon the ground'gol}d, (il ver, and Iron rings, behind this dog,which 
aftcr he had mixed together, the Dog at his command would de- 
liver every one of them as they were taken aſunder to his proper 
owner ; in like manner divers ſorts of coyn and moneys being con- 
fuſedly heaped together, he would at his Maſters command in or- 
der diſcern, and deliver to the right owners ; and if- he were askr, 
who were fornicators, adulterers, or men.of great authority and 
credit,he would moſt certainly declare z and if any ſuch required 
the knowledg of any thing from him, he would ſuddenly ſa- 
tisfie them: wherefore ſome did not doubt to affirm, that he 
was poflefied with a Pyrhonical or Satanick ſpirit, Croyv, Hed.

burg, when the Edit of $he Prince to apprehend tim was pro- 
mulgated; he fled away ; fo coming: to Noremburg, and-being ler 
down to dinner, he began to be very muck troubled, and ſudden|y 
paying what was due to the Hoaſt, went his way ; he was ſcarce 
gone out of the dores, but the Serjeants inquire concerning him: 
arlength,chc fates compelling him, being brought to wittexburg, he 
{are down, being very melancholy, his Hoſt defired him to tell che 
caule of his ſorrow z his anſwer was, I pray you be nor terrified 
this night,though you hear a buge noiſe,and the very ſhaking of the 
whole houſe; in the mcrning they found him dead in his chamber, 
his neck being turned topſie-rurvy. No wonder, that the Devill

IN the year of our Lord, 1323, Freder««& of the Auſtrian Family, 

challenging to himſclt the Title of -Emperour, againſt Lewis of 
Bavaria, Emperour, waged a cruel Warr, in which Frederick be- 
ing taken, was for three whole years detained priſoner in a Caſtle 
near the famous Town Naturg, ſcituated by the River Nabas. In 
the meantime, a certain Magitian coming to Nuke Leopold, the 
brother of Frederick, promiſed, that he would free him our of pri- 
fon, and take ſuch care, that within the ſpace of one hour,he ſhould 
be lafcly conveyed into eAuſtria; Leopold promiſed great rewards 
ro the Magitian, when be ſhould «ffc his promiſe, When nighe 
was corne, both of them went into a Circle deſigned, and prepared 
by Magicall incantations, the Magician by his charms, raiſed a 
ſpirit, which appeared in the likenefſe of a Man, receives the 
Mandze to bring Frederick home, if he did not refuſe to follow him: 
Therefore the ſpirit immediately in thenighr,” comes to-the Cap- 
tive Prince, ſaying to him, Thy Brother Leopold hath ſent me hither 
to take thee out of Priſon , Wherefore ariſe, and mount this Horſe, and I 
will ſafely condutt thee tothy Brother, To whom Duke Frederick an- 
| ſwered, who art thou? Ask not who 1 am, ſaith the ſpirit, but «without 
farther deloy mount this horſe, if thou deſireſt to be deljyered out of Priſon, 
then great fear and trembling {cized, nor onely upon Frederick, but 
alſo upon all that were with him; bur they ſigning themſelves 
with the ſign of the Crofle, the ſpirit vaniſhed away, and retur-

body which lay as it had been dead, upon the ground; the ſcrvant 
immediately recovering life,and becoming as tprighttul as ever he 
was. -He was ſeen carried vp and down18 the Ayre, and making 
a ereatnoiſe, he ſeemed tobe a-hunting to thoſe that beheld - him 
ofcen times. He ſecmed alſo ſometimes (to them that ſtood ga- 
zing4t him) to be an armed man thar did greedily devour a Cart or 
Waggon of Wine or Wood and the Horſes too, 


N the year 155 3. two inchantreſſes were taken, which by tem- 
peſts, hail, and'cold, endeavoured to deftiroy the fruits of the 
Earth. Theſe women ſtole a Neighbours child, which they cuc 
in pieccs, and pur into a pot to boy}, It came to paſlc by provi- 
dence, thatche Mother-ſecking her child, came at that inſtant, and 
ſaw in the pot the diſle ed members of her child, therefore theſe 
two peſtilent Witches being raken and examined, confeſlcd (by

And when a certain Preacher in his Sermon declaiming againit 
ſuch kind of Witches, and alluding ro her 1mpiety, he was io in- 
feſted and infeRed wich inchantments,that he had no way ro eſcape

T Wo Witches being in an TInne, filled ewo Urns, or water- 
- L pors with water, and fer them aſide ; and when in the even- 
ing they conſulted, whether they (hould deſiroy the corn or wine 2 
by chance the Hoſt hearing their diſcourſe, and taking the water- 
pors, hc came ſoftly to the bed-ſide, where' they lay and caſt the 
water upon the Wicches in bed; which turaing ſuddenly into 
Ice, the Wirches were utterly extint : Whereupon, ſaith Lu- 
ther, the power of Satan greatly appears in theſe Witches, for two

When the Pope being ſick, by his Miniſter, heard theſe things, he 
was grcatly afraid, and eaſily underfianding how the. caſe ſtood 
with him, by his own command he was carried into the inner Con- 
clave, whither as ſoon as he was come, the Devil raking the habit 
of a Poſt-meſſenger, cometh and knocketh baſtily at the door, and 
being letin, cometh to the Pope lying in his bed, and tells him, 
thatthe time was now expired, and therefore he muſt ſpecdily de- 
partthis life; Whcrevupon there aroſe contention, whereby thoſe 
who were preſcor, underſtood the ſtrife betwixt them, to be con-

- 1nthe nightto anoinr-her {clf, and-thar thereupon preſemly ſhe was 


gone eur of his ſight, and could not be found 1n the houſe, the nexr 
day provided himſelf of a good cudgel wherewith to belabour her 
ſides, until-ſhe ſhould rel] him whither. and to what end ſhe fo 
conveyed her {c}f laſt night, which ſhe preſently doing, he pardon- 
ed her, vpon condition that ſhe would convey him amongſt her 
fraternity, She the next day anointed borh her husband and. her 
ſelf, and then rhey were preſently movinted each of rhem upon a 
Goat, and ſo eſcucly brought amongſt rhe murſter of Witches,

At Experience doth teach us, that a diſeaſe happening by a 
Yratural manner, notby witchcrafr, cannot be taken away by 
Magitians. Queſitor Sprangerw doth bring an example; when he 
knew that there was a Counterfeit Magitian among the /»ſpruges- 
fian Witches of Germany, who ſeeing his poor neighbour to be moſt 
heavily aMiced, as if her bowels were inceſſantly pierced with 
ſwords: I willtry, faith he, if thou arc:troubled with charms,and 
will cure thee. - Then poured mejred lead into a round iron thing 
with a hole in the midſt, being full ef warcr, and purtivg ir to the 
lick woman, and uttering certain words, which ir doth pleale me 
to conceal, he perceived certain-lmapes in the hardencd lead, by 
which he knew that ſhe was:afflicted with charms.

which he did no more care for, then Atiberodorus the Philoſopher, 
who gdurſt dwell in a houſe forſaken by the Athenrans, and the Inha-« 
b rants, becauſe of an empty ſpirit: But when he heard'thar thing 
which he never believed, that he could not go tothe Cellar ately, 
neither ſometimes take reſt, having admonithed Leuſitanus a certain

wic hisart; But a glrle full of knowledge, faid, That ſhe ſaw a

Butcher took, and theday after brought them to the Magiſtrate : 
fo they, whole marks were in the Cups, did accuſe others, being 
ſummoned tothe Court, and were all deſeryed]ly puniſhed. 


Here is another more excellent example of that execution, 

which was made at P:#avmm, in the year, 1564, the hiſtory 
of which execution I learned as well from many in the ſame place, 
as alſo from Salverim, Preſident of the people of Poi#iers, (who was 
then ſent for to hear the Judgment with -Davertonimas rhe Preſident 
of Poifizers,with other Judges );and all in that region know it. Three 
men with one woman being Sorcerers, were condemned to be burn- 
ed alive together, when they were proved guilty of the death of 
very many men and catrte]; duſt being brought ro them, as they did 
conteſſe, by the help of the Devil furniſhing chem, which they hid 
under the ground of Shcep-cotts, and the threſhold of houſes. Bur 
they declared, That they were wont ro go thrice to the greateſt 
meeting, whither innumerable Magitians came together to a cer- 
rain croſs-way where Feaſts are folemnized, which did afford them 
the uſe of an Image; there was before them a prear black hee- 
Goat, ſpeaking to thoſe that were preſent with humane reaſon, that 
they ſhould leap all into the circuit of nis embracements; and rhen 
every 
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every one with.a burning candle kiſs his hinder-parts; This being 
done, rhe Goat was conſumed with: fire, of whoſe aſhes every one 


crook, thar therewith they might kill the Ox of an enemy ; this 


man's Sheep;z that man's Horſe; that they might torment this 
man withifecbleneffe; that man withdeath. Laſt of all, the Devil 
with-a terribte-voice did: thunder our theſe words 5 Revenge jour 
ſelves, or-ſ[ay: So every one did returty by the help of the Devil the 
ſame way tavehey came. -The Prefident Salvertus, a moſt ver- 
rwous man, faid'moreover; that it did appear from antient aQts ; for 
Magitians/ were condemned for the fame cauſe 100 years before, 
and by the-bikt confeflions; and thar it was done in the ſame place 
arirhe-ſametctofs.

Ns (ſaith the ſame Bodinus in lib, 2.Cap. 5.) is ſo wonder- 
tull and admirable as the Metamorphoſing of.men into beaſts, 
and to be turncd our of the ſhape of a man into that ofa beaſt. Yet 
che truth is, thar this is practiſed among Magitians ; and both 
divine and prophane Hiſtories do prove it certainly, In the. book 
of Inquiſitions againſi Magitians, which I have often mentioned;

Conjurer, who lived at Lezdenburg in Germany, whom the 
Devall caught to ſhoot at, and pierce a Crucifix with Darts be- 
fore YVexus teaſts, by which means uſing ſome kind of wicked words, 
and ſhooting and darting into the Ayre, becould daily kill and flay 
three men which he faw and knew, although they were encloyſter- 
ed, and ſhut up inthe narrow circumference of a little Tower, and 
| ſometimes did deliberate and conſult whether he ſhould deſtroy 
them orno. Bur atlaſt the Conntreymen did rear him in pieces, 
without any Law-like Judgment after he had committed many 
bloudy murchers : Theſe things were cone in the year 1420, Badt- 
nus Demonom, lib, 2, cap. 8, 


AT the Pedemoxtarians, one Caralim by name, who ſeemed to be an 
Hermophrodire, .and when this Epiczne centred into other hou- 
ſes, and a while after they did kill men; therefore the Hermo- 
phrodite was attached and apprehended, and did diſcover the con- 
jurations and the conventicles of all the Wirches,and many of their 
diabolical as, (for there were almoſt 4@ VWirtches) which did 
anoint the outward handle of the gates to kill men; this was done, 
and happened in the year 1536, KL... the ſame fell out afterwards 
Ml ac 
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at Gexeva in the year 1568, where the Plague raged forthe ſpace 
of ſeven years, of which there dyed many. Cardan writes, Thar 
he ſaw a certain Wirch at Patavza, which quickly kilPd a boy 
while the only.gently touched his back with a rod, Glaucs being a 
zealous Witch of Medea, and tte daughter of Creon,King,who mar. 
ried Jaſoz,whom afterwards ſhe ſlew, who ſent her a golden Crown 
on the Marriage-day ; and when Glauca: did fer the Crown upon 
his head, there ſhined our a flame, by which he inftantly was burn. 
ed, as Euripedes writes in MMedea, vappudxor 5% oy vn, he faith, Nor 
Venents tuts (ed pharmacs, not by ty poiſons, but dr uggs and Me. 
dicines. 


E have before made mention of a Bretrane. Witch, which 
was burnt at Laodunum,in the year 1556; This Witch did 
debilirate and weaken men, and ſtrangely ſcrewed them 
awry, and deſtroyed beaſts and fruit ; bur attharvery inftant when 
ſhe wes burned, all theſe ceaſed, as we have had intelligence of the 
Judge who examined her; befides,the ſame Judge reported ro me, 
hat when the VVitch threatned a certain woman, that ſhe ſhould 
never after give ſuck, it ſo happened, that her milk inſtantly dryed 
up ; and although ſhe bore many children, yer her breaſts were 
drycd up: bur the Witch being burned quickly, her breaſts 
abounded with milk ; I heard this of a certain Nobleman, that her 
Aunt did pur an obſtacle, or did cauſe her tobe barren, and bring 
forth no children ; bur when ſhe dyed, ſhe confeſſed that ſhe might 
get a place for her children : but after her Aunt dyed, and as ſoon 
as the clew of her life was unravell'd, or within a ſhort while af- 
ter, the Lady was with child, and bore 2, or 3. children after ſhe 
had been married eleven years. Bodznus, 


: Terw tells a ftory of a certain Conjurer which he ſaw in Ger- 
mazy, who in the day-time, in the fight of the people, aſcend- 
ed, flew upwards towards Heaven; and when his Wife caught 
him by the feet as he was flying up, ſhe was taken up together with 
him, and ſnatching hold on a Maid, ſnatcht her up roo, and they 
hovered a good while in the Air, the multitude Rood wondring at 
the miracle, A like Example we read in the Hiſtory of Hugh Flo- 
riacenſis, a Mantiſcorenſian Earl , howling with a great voice, O 
friends, help me, was caught up into the Air and carried away, and 
wasn ever {een aftcr. 'the ſame Yierus relates, That he ſaw mn 
ſnatcht into the Air by devils. And it was required of a cer- 
eain Magitian in Germany, who promiſed, that he would bring out 
the Books of Franc:ſcus the firſt, King, out of the Madrid Tower ;

for all this nothing was done, which was much feared, left that 
they ſhould ruſh upon the Captain, and break all the necks of 
the ruinators.

The Phocenſes being puſſed with this dubious Oracle, and nor at 
all underſtanding the meaning of.ir, fent our three hundred Scouts, 
who were all {lain eventothe laſk: man, with.cheir Captain Gels, 
This ſlaughter ſiruck the Caagp with a very great terrour, And 
at laſt thcy were come to-phat hSight. of deſperation, that they 
brougit together their Vives, Children, all their goods, and 
whartloever they- could. wrap or wring, 8s. gold, filver , and rich 
clothes, andamongſt.the reſt, the Enfigns of their gods, and build- 
ing about them, a. very greatPile, they left onely thirty men to look 
eo them, with ſtri& charge, thac when they were in fighe wich

Nine of his Empire was portended by the Stars, but ſome of 
them diffcr'd in opinion in one thing, and ſome in another, at laſt 
being ſick, he {ent ro Delphos to be refolved what ſhould be the fate 
of his tate; and received in anſwer this, That he ſhould beware 
of the 73. year. Vhich when he heard, being an irconſiderate 
man, and ſcarce above thirty ; he ſo wholly gavehimſelf up to ſe- 
curity, that he feared no:hing, concluding that the Oracle had 
promiſed hima peaccable reign during his whole life, and that he 
could not dye before the appointed year ſer down by the Oracle, in- 
ſomuch rhat he arived to that height of inſolence, vaine conceir, 
chat having loſt ſome precious jewells ina tempeſtzhe was confident 
the fiſhes would export them to land for him, as they were in duty 
bound,in his conceit : VVith theſe fond extravagancies was he cle- 
vated, even till on a ſudden he was left deſtitute by all his friends 
and ſubje&s, and forced to a Moſt ignominous end, ſo well did 
Apolls*s Counſell fteed him. Bur leaft this father of lies ſhould 
ſeem co deliver any untruth, the night before his death he made 
Nero hear a voice, curſing the name of Nero, and extolling that of 
G albs, that ſo he might underſtand it was by the will. and infticuti- 
on of the Oracle thar he tell; for G alba ſucceeded him tor the ſpace 
of {eventy three years, Petrarcha ex Suetonio, 


Erxes the Son of Dartus, having dig'd up an old Monument 
of Belus, found an Ulrne of Glaſſe, in which a dead Corps lay 
in Oyl, but the Urne was nor full, but empty a hands breadth 
from the hips of the body, ncar which there ſtood a little Pillar 
or column, on which was contained written, that ir ſhould go ill 
with him that opened the Sepulchre, and did nor fill the Lirne: 
which when Xerxes had read, he was taken with much dread and 
horrour, and commands preſently Oyl tobe powred into ir, with

And his Father OSavew ſtaying a little lon- 
ger than ordinary, excuſed himſelf, for that his Wite was newly 
brought to bed, ,P. N:g:dzw, then preſent, looking his birth-hour, 
is ſaid roaffirm, That then was born the Lord of the whole world, He 
being ar Apollonia, went with Agrippa to Theogenes his Chamber ;* 
Bur when Theogeres had prediged moſthigh things, as he thuughtr, 
of Agrippa*s birth-day, berwixt fear and ſhame, leſt his deſtiny 
ſhould prove inferiour, could hardly be perſwaded to tell his Na- 
tivity, And when he declarcd it, Theogeres is ſaid to have danced 
abour with joy, and ro haye worthipped him z which fomewhar 
animated AuguFw ; ſo that he afterwards publiſhed his deſtiny, 
and'tampeda Coyn, with the fign of Capricorn, 1n which he was 
born, Sabellicus, lib, 8.

Artholomeus Cocles, a Bonontan, Scholler to eAntiochus, and a 

moſt exquiſite Palmiſt and Phyſtognomiſt, warn'd Gor:cus the 
Aitrologer, that he thould beware, leſt he ſuffered moſt 'violent 
tortures when he was at Leucas., Bur he not minding lis advice 
in his Ephemerides that a little after he made, predicted , thar 
Joanxes Bextovolm (nould be thruft both out of his Country and Go- 
vernment, for which the Tyrant caus'd him to be five times tofled 
in a cord ; And ſohe received the reward of his Art. This ſame 
Cocles rold one Coponus, that he would very ſhortly commit a moſt 
horrid murder; and alſo told Hermes the King's ſon, Thar he 
ſhould be baniſhed and kill'd in fight.. Hermes therefore commands 
Coponus © kill Cocles his evil Propher. Cocles foreſaw his danger 
of death by his art, and therefore wore a private helmet to defend 
himſelf, and alwayes carried a great two-handed ſword. But Co- 
ponus inthe habir of a Porter (whileſt he was earneſt in unlocking 
his door, which Coponws had before prevented, by purring a little 
wire into the lock, that he might have the better opportunity for 
his deſign) bear out his brains with an Ax; and being queſtioned 
for it, alledged no other rhing for the fa, but that he was incited 
thereto by Cocles his own ſelf, telling him that he muſt be a mur- 
therer, and nothing elſe, Jov:us in Elogiuy, 


Certain Aftrologer in the Court of Frederick the ſecond. Em- 

perour, much reverenced ' Rodolphus the Haſpurgenſian Earl 
with exceeding obſervance, though he had but a mean eſtate, and 
-valued norarall men far more potent; and being demanded a 
reaſon thereof by the Emperour ; he anſwered, I know thac Ro- 
dolphs ſhall be Emperour, and when thy Ifſue ſhall decline, his 
renown ſhall be ſpread abroad far and near, though hebe eſteemed 
by few at this time : Neither did his preſage want a true event, 
for in the year of our Lord, 1273. in the Calends of Ofoher, he was 
choſen King of the Romans by the Princes of Germany at Franckford, 
when he beſieged the Pallace.

Aul Fayneſe the 3d, chief Biſhop; fecing he was moſt skillfu!! 
, in Aſtrology and Magick, writeth tohis fon, Peter Alojſe, wie 
bad by force entred on the tyrannical Government of Placextte and 
Parma, that he ſhould beware of the tenth day of September, -of the 
year 1547, as unlucky tohim, The father indeed could warn,bur 
the ſon could not avoid the danger ; but by Confpirators, Auguſtine 
Landus, and James Scott, Earls of Placentia, in his own Caltle, under 
pretence of ralk, he was ſlain; and being a long time hung up by 
che privy parts, he was expoſed to be cruelly torn in pieces by the 
people, Slezdan. 19 book of Commentaries. 


Here was a Town of the Xanthrans,that had a bridge laid over

his wings, filled the'Ayr.; which Dream, as ſoon as Plato was 
brovght to him, he declared. .

 I-rhus; Thar meditaring ſolicitouſly of Democyitus, (tro whom 
being called rocure the Abderitazt, he faith,that health would meer 
him in the morning). I ſaw, queth he, LEſculapius, and as we 
were both before and even at the ports of the eAbaeritari, /Eſcala- 
prus appeared not,as his pictures ſpeak him, mild and gefirle, bur 
with ſqualid habit, and an horrid aſpe& ; and there followed him 
Dragons, a fierce kind of creeping creatures of huge length, hiſſing 
in deſarts and lawnes z he bad in his company likewiſc, men thar 
followed him with boxes of medicaments handſomely cloſcd up :- 


' immediately he reacherh forth his hand ro falnte me, which, God 


knowes,I moſt joytully imbraced ; "I defired ro wait ypon him,and 
to ſerve him-in his admiiſtring Phyſick ; but he anſweredzfor pre: 
ſent *rwas notneedful; for this goddeſs of mortals and immor- 
rals will conduc thee, being a ſtranger: Whereupon turning my 
iclf, I beheld a goodly fair Lady neatly and glorioufly adorned, 
about whoſe eyes there appeared ſucha circle of ſhining ſplendour, 
rhar exceeded the glorious brightnefſe of Stars.

VVYE- the Athentans were infeted with the Plague, they 
 hadan Oracle from Pyth;a; that the City was to be pur- 
gecd by ſacrifice : they ſent Nzceas the Son of N:eceratus, to a ſhip, 
who called Epimenedes out. of Creet, He proceeding after this ſort, 
Olymp, 27. did purge the City thus : they took ſheep that "had 
black and white fleeces, and brought them- into Areopagus, and 
from thente permitted them to go whither they liſted , and ap- 
pointed ſeverall tro accompany. them, and that wherefoever they 
ſhould Iye down, they ſhould ſacrifice feverall of them to peculiar 
gods, Andſothe pecliilence was quench'c, hence was it that Al- 
rars wcre oft found inthe «Athenian Villages without any name. 
Which by chance was to the unknown God, upon which occa- 
ſion, Saint Paul began to Preach Chriſt to the Athenians, La- 
ertias, ry 


He Perſcans being orecome and beat back to Plate a City in 
Boetia, Apollo an{wered the Grectans (conſulting about a fa- 
crifice) that they ſhould rear up an Altar to Jupiter the Libe- 
ratour and freer, but before they had ſolemnized the ceremonies, 
they appointed that all fire ſhould be extinguiſhed through the 


whole Region which was polluted by the Barbarians, and tharthey 


ſhould kindle all their fires our of that pure fire on the common 
hearth at Delphos. Therefore by and by the Magiſtrates of the 
Greczazs going all abour,, commanded all them that uſed any fire 
ro cxtinguiſh it,, Exchidas of tne Plateenſians, promiſed that as 
{ſwiftly as that could be done, that he' would bring fire from the 
goddefle, and fo he went to Delphos, and fo purging his body by (a- 
crificc, and waſhing it with water, being Crowned with Laurell, 
rook fire from the Altar, and running backwards, went rowards 
Plateas, and before the ſetting of the Sun, returagd, and in that ve- 
ry ſame day meaſurcd and travelled a thouſand pals, fo the Ciri- 
zcns were ſaved, unto whom he delivered the fire, bur he quickly 
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fainted, and a whule after died-:the Plateenfians did bury him in 
the Temple dedicated to Dranaat Ewclza, anddid ſuperſcribe this 
Terramerer Verle.

and other things, he did very inſolently, burartlaſt that he might 
pry into thoſe hiddea ſacrifices of Women, went to Cytheroz, and 
climbed intoa Tree, and from thence he ſaw all; which when the 
mad Pricſtefles of Bacchus ſaw with a great violence, they tore him 
being alive, in pieces, and pull'd limb from limb. They ſay, there 
was an Oracle givenat (orenthus, that they ſhould make inquiſition 
for, and ſeek our that Tree, - and the finders out thereof 
ſhould be worſhipped with divine honours, therefore by the Item 


'or inkling given by that Oracle, there was two wooden picures 


found of his Father, Liber, put in the repoſitory of the Temple:

N Hen the Pot;tians had obtained the rites of the conſecrs- 

ted things of Bacchus, which was aſſigned for a gift to 
their nation by him, as an heritage, Apprus Claudzus the Cenſor be 
ing the Author of it, did transfer jt to the ſervileſt baſeſt office of 


their ſervants : thercfore all that were bove thirty years of age, 


eAdulti, were {lain and defiroyed, and the name of the Potztians, 
divided into twelve Families, . quickly was quite extin&, Anti 
eApprus for his part was made blind. Yalerius, (1b, 1, cap, 2,Livins, 
(ib, 2, Decad, 3, 


7 . Terentius Varro overſeer for the Temples, when he made Cer- 
\_J ces playes in the Temple of Jupiter, he put a boy of admira- 
ble veauty, a player, to keep the watches, Which being doge 
after many years it was as well expiated, as remembred: for a great 
while after, being made Conſull, fighting at Canxus, he proſpered 
ſoill, that he almoſtloſi fifty thouſand Romans that were ſlain, Ya- 
ler. Max; hb, I, cap. 2. 


Anpibal 
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Nuibal and Himilco being two (arthagentan Captains,\be- 
fieging Azrigentum, - commanded their Souldiers thac 
they thould catt and throw down all the Sepulchres and Mo- 

numents, and fo by that ruine draw and contra a great heap of 
rubbith'and to bring uttotheWals; neicher was the Army flow to 
execure this command, nor- to bring this work to paſle : but whileſk 
they were digging there, a great reverence of Religion and awe of 
the gods began to ſeize on ſome of the minds of the Army. For the 
Tomb and Sepulchre of Thero, a Monument of great labour and 

labour and Arr, ſhaken by lightning, trembled ; which miracle 

being procured for ſome of their Prieſts, when they ſaw the multi- 
rude make haſte ro pull it down, laboured with. all might. and 

main, to ſtay and forbid it ; and tuddenly a peſtilence invaded the 

Camp, which deſtroyed many, neither did it wreſt a few into di- 

vers afflitions and calamities in which eAnzibal the Captain him- 

ſelfdyed, As alſo thoſe that did watch by night, did think they 

ſaw ſpe&rums and ghoſts, and the ſhadows of them that were dead 

walking and wandring in ſhades. And Hrmilco gave over ſpoilimg 

of the Monuments, and quickly performed his Rites to his gods,fa< 

crificed an Infant to Saturn,and drowned a whole company of Pricſts 

roappeaſe Neptune.

-Boetts into eAthens, the Athenians did negle&t their god,meitner 
did they receive him (as the cuſtome was) with pomp. Where- 
fore their god was angry, and infe&ted the privy members oft he 
men with a grievous diſeafe, And. enquiring of the Oracle by 
what means they might be freed from this puniſhment, had this 
anſwer, that they ſhould reccive their god with pomp and honour. 
And fo from this they carried through the whole ſolemnities, Pikes 
adorned with green leaves, as well publickly as privately, ' Natales 
{omes, lib,5 cap. 13. | 


THe Captains of the pigans did take out the Images of the 
T ods outof the Temples, who boaſtingly ſaid it was htthar they 
ſhould give place-to thoſe that-are moſt porent, And becauſe. of 
that,they were {mote with darts and fire from heaven; And there 
did appear Darts afar off, which were ſhot out of the Clouds. And 
all their children unto this day are ſhaven unto the skin, and wear 
long mourning Gowns, and are toall, more rare then good men.

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| V Hen the /E ginete invaded the Epidaurians, and carryed 
y | away the Olive-trce Images of Damre and. Auxeſie, b 


reaſon of which the Epidaurians yearly were corltrained to bear the 
rites ro Erifibews at Achens (for by that law they had granted the 
Epidauriars power of their Olive-trecs) the Epidaurians refuſed to 
lergo their bargain; Therefore the Atherrans ſent a Cart into 

ta to ferch back the-Statues, that they might bring the Ima. 
ges as though they had becn made of their wood, tlicrefore they 
endeavourcd with might and main, and ropes caft about, rodraw 
the Statues intotheir Ships, Bur as they drew them, the Images 
fell on their knees, and from that time they alwaics remained in 
that poſture. Moreover, when. there was 2 great. Thundcr and 
Earthquake, the Rowers were made mad, and wounded one ano- 
ther grievouſly, and flew all, fave one that was the Mcflenger of 
this {laughtcr, who betook bimſeli to Phalerus.

A Rtabarus a Perſian, the fon of Pharnax who had a comiſſion 
K from cMardonim, for the Circuit of 60. miles, when he ruſh- 
ed into Neptazes Temple, and wickedly and irreligiouſly up. 


on his Image, 1a the fiege of the City he was much troubled wich 


the flux ofthe Sea, and being conſtrained to raiſe his fiege,when he 
with his Army retreated into Pallexes, he loſt a great parr of ir by 
the overflowing Tides of the Sea. Herodot. Ub, 8. 


1b. Scipio Africanu Minor, when he had granted leave to his 
Souldiersto take Carthage, a certain Souldicr going into the 
Temple of Apolo, did attempt ro bereave the Image of the Gol- 


den Veſtment; for which thing Apollo being angry, cauſed: thar 


thoſe ſacrilegious hands ſhould be found cur off, among thoſe frag- 
ments of the Clothes and the skirrs of the Trunk or body of the 
Image.

He Grec:ans convented and met together in Aulzs being to ſail 

to Troy. Agamemnon going a pretty way from the Army, ſee- 
ing a ſhe-Goart about Dianaes Grove (ignorant of Religion) which 
was in that place, {mote it with a Dart, not long after Diana: be. 
ing angry, ſear the Peſtilence into his Artny, a certain Religious 
VWoman affirmed that Drane was vexed for the death of her ſhe. 
Goat, in which ſhe much I and thar ſhe would have pu- 
niſhment of the Army for ſuch a ſacrilegious fat, and thar 
ſhe could: not be appeaſed before he that was the Authour 
of this wickedneſfle, did ſacrifice his eldeſt daughter, &c. Dj- 
at, lib.

Panceyates 
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Ancrates Arcadicus, 1 tſcriptis Marines operibu, declares the 

fiſh Pomprlas, cailcd allo Nautilus, is not onely in eſteem with 
Neptune, but with all the gods 1n Samothrace, When the Golden 
kind of men as yet lived, Epopexs, of the /carian Ifland, fiſhing to- 
gether with his ſon, and ſeeing that he could catch no other fiſh 
bur Pompills, he did not refrain from eating them, buthe with his 
ſon did cat them all. Bur ſhortly after he ſuffered for his villany. 
For a Whale coming to the Ship, ſwallowed up Epopeus in the 
fight of his ſon. Moreover Parcrates doth relate, that the Pormpilus 
- is an enemy to rhe Dolphrz, and that they let the Meche go Scor-free 
when they have eaten a Pomp:ll, for they become unprofitable; 
and being troubled after chey have eaten them, the water caſterh 
them on the ſhore, where they are food for Cormorants and Gnats.

Hey ſay chat a certain man hid a piece of holy Mcney which 

he {tole out of the Temple of Apoto ar Delphos, in that part of 

Parnaſſus, which is ſhadowed moſt with VVoods and Trees. 

But a Wolt violently killed him fleeping, and afterwards every 

day, he did make the City reſound with his howlings. When 

the men of Delphos began to think that ir cou)d not be done with- 

out ſome divine providence, following the beaſt, they found 

the Gold which was taken away by 1acriledge , and for the 

memory of the thing, they dedicared a Brazen VVolt to Apollo. 
Pauſanias, 1b, 10, - 


Sg Ambicas a certain man of Elexs (a City of Thrace) together with 
iome orher of his companions, threw down many Brazen Sta- 
rues, and ſold them, Afterwards attempting greater things, he 
ſpoiled the Temple of Diana their Guardian.. For her Fem- 
ple was in El (a Ciry of Achaia) which they called the Tcnm- 
ple of Ar:#Farchus, Bur he being apprehended preſently after, 
when he refuſed to betray his companions, he was rorn with new 
deviſed rorments, amongſt which he loſt his life. Plutarch. in pro- 
blemat. Gr&c. 


Hilomelus, who firſt poſſeſſed the Temple of Apollo at Phecis fe- 

ſtrained his hand from the holy things, which neceflicy did per- 
michim to take. Bur Ozomarches which fucceeded him, ſpent 
much of the Money in War. -?hyallss the third, the brother of Ono- 
marchus, took away a great numbetr of the gifts which were conſe- 
crated inthe Temple ; tocoyn Money, to pay his hered ſonldicrs; 
And truly having received 120, Golden bucklers dedicated by Ce- 
ſar King of the Lydians, which weighed rwo Talents, he caſt them 
alidero make meney, and likewiſe three Entidred and fixty Gol- 
den Cups, which weighed rwenty pounds, andthe Golden Images 
of a Lion and a woman, fo-that all thoſe things were valned ar 
thirry Talents of Gold, and all thoſe things which were coyned 
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of the Gold, according ro the account of Silver, did amount to 
four thouſand Talents, But all the Captains did ſpend the ſumme 
of above ſix thouſand Talents our of filver- things, which were 
conſecrated as well by Creſm,as others : that if the whole value of 
the Gold and filver were accounted, it would amount .to more. 
then 10000. Talents. Bur all theſe were hcavily puniſhed for 
their impicty and contempt of rhe Deity. For Phzlomelus fighting 
againſi the Beotians , the revengers of ſacriledge, being wounded 
in many places, was ſhut into a certain ficep place, whence he 
could nor eaſily ger out (a puniſhment which ſomerimes was wont 
to be inflied on Caprives) ; he being afraid,caft himſelf headlong 
thence, and inthe ſame manner, payinga due puniſhment to the 
Deity, he died. Drodoras, 1b. 16, Onomarchus having bis Army 
vanquiſhed by Philip the ſon of Amyntas, ſwimming to ti.e ſhips 
which wgre bound for the eAthertan ſhore, 'died in the Sea. Phy- 
allus was conſumed with a perpetuall contagion. But Phalecw 
which after all them took away whatſoever was left of the gifts, 
lived long enough in fear, and divers great dangers, not that his 
fortune might be thereby better then the other companions of the 
wicked miſchief, but that being tormented for a longer time, and 


| made more known to many. by. his miſery, he might undergo a 
- more famous and much mentioned calamity, Being toſſed abour 
' with very much. wandring, when he did reſiſt Cidozre in (ret, he 
: was ſtricken dead by thunder.

.Fulvim Flaccus did not eſcape unpuniſhed,becauſe he carried 

the Marble tiles that were to mend the Temple of Jus ar 
Lacemum, tothe Temple of warlike fortune, which he made ar 
Romg, Fcr it is affirmed that after this deed he was not long. in his 
wits, but alſo yielded up the Ghoſt, by very great grief of mind 
when he heard that one of his two ſons (which were waging war in ' 
Hll:ricum )was dead,and the other dangerouſly fick.By whole fal rhe 
Scpate being moved, took care that the Tyles ſhould. be carried 
backto Locrw (a City in the uttermoſt part of /taly which was na- 
med Magna Greria.) Valerins, lib, 1, cap. 2. & Lives, Lib. 
42, 


Hen the Perſiass, under the conduct of Xerxes, came to; the 

moſt famous Temple ar Delphos with an intent to ſpoil it, 
great miraculous things were preſented tro their fight. The evill 
Demozs (whoſe habitation without doubt the ſame was) never ſaw 
a greater prey of men offered to them, then with that Tempeſt,they 
could appoint the ſame new ſuperſtition to Xerxes, and the whole 
World which he took with him, Two Rocks being ſuddenly ſmote 


 down-from thetop of Parnaſſus, tumbled down' upon the enemies 


lying under, and broke in pieces many that reſiſted. Morcover 
lightning being caſt down from the Heavens with Thunder, and 
the holy armes moved out of the inner part of the houſe of their own 
accord, and a braying heard in the next Temple of provident 24:- 
ner, 
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— gJid overthrow the Barbarians ſuddenly, ſo that they caſt 


themſclves headlong down from the ſtcep places of the Mountains, 
as if they were driven with madneſle, upon whom the men of 
Delphos caſting ſtones and Darts madea great ſlaughter. And by 
thele various Phantaſms, the Temple remained unviolated, Tre- 
. ous ſaith, that the men of Delphos found four thouſand men, whoſe 

whole hands were conſumed by lightning, and the filthy tempeſt, 
and at length they proclaimed openly, that by how much the grea- 
ter the offenſc of the gods. was than the offenſe of men, by ſo much ; 
they ought to uſe more ſudden and grievous puniſhment. Drodor,

Wi Theron King of the hither Spain, was driven with rage 


ro aboliſh the Temple of Hercules, which is at the Gades, 
(two Iſles atthe further end of Sparz beyond Granate) having fur- 
niſhed his army of Ships with neceſſaries, the men of the 1fles of 
Gades came againſt them, being carried in ſwift Ships, and battel 
being given, it was weighed in an equall ballance as yet, but on a 
ſudden the Kings Ships were put to flight, and therewith being 
caught with an unexpeRed fire z they burned. Very few of the 
enemies which remained being taken, did declare, that Lions did 
appear to them ſtanding on the Decks of the Ships of the 6G ades, 
and ſuddenly. their Ships were burned with beams ſent in,

\ [ Hen the Scyth:ians having gone out of their bounds, had 

ſpoyled the Temple of Yenus Kranta in Aſcalon a City of 
pale ftine (for it was a very ancient Temple) the goddefle (more 
them and their Children with an effeminate diſcale, which they 
whom the Scythians call Enareas, canonely cure.

Wi Pyrrhus King of the Epirots returning out of Szcily, paſ- 
ſed by the people of Loerus, he ſpoiled the Temple of pro- 
ſerpina notable for much Religion among the inhabitants of ' ZLocrus, 
ſaying in deriſton : #afeaſonable devotion ts ſuper fition, and to gather 


Rfches together without labour ts wiſedome. But the day after that he 


bad committed that ſacriledg, his Navy being toſfed with an ugly 
tempeſt, all the Ships which had the holy Money, were driven to 
the 
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the ſhore of /taly, With which misfortune being affrighred, he 
commanded that the Moncy ſhould: be ſought out, and laid up 
again amongſt the ancient treaſures of the goddefle, Neither had 
he any good fortune afterwards. For being tofled with many mi. 
chances,at length entring into Argos, he died miſerably. Surdas g

V Hen H:imilco Prince of Carthage (having brought almoſt 

all $:cily under his ſubjection) beſieged Syracuſa, he ſpoi. 
led all the Temples, bur in the firſt place, the Temple of Ceres 
and Proſerpina, And while he ſtudied how togird his Camp,and 
encompaſſe his Tents with a wall, he -dcmoliſhed all rhe Sepul. 
chres almoſt atthe next Vork to build his Wall, amongſt which 
he ſpoyled the Monuments of Geloz of Demareta. and his Wife, 
anciently builded with wonderfull work, Bur ina ſhort time af. 
rer he ſuffered deſerved puniſhment for his ſacriledge and impicty 
ſo arrogantly commitred againſt rhe gods.” , For ſhortly his affairs 
went to wrack, all things being begun tobe made worſe, and af- 
terwards when courage increaſed by little and little in Diony- 
fas, and he was accuſtomed to weary them with often ſallying 
out, and fight with light eruptions, they alwayes returned Con- 


querours at all skirmiſhes. Alſo vain tumults among the Souldiers 


and ſudden tcrrours were often ſtirred up in the filence of Midnight 
chroughoutthe Catop, by which they did run to Arms in vain, the 
cauſe of it no man knowing, and their Tents being turned upſide 
down with earthquakes, afterwards they perceived their enemies 
to break out of a bulwark upon them. A peſtilence invaded the 
Camp of the befiegers in the Moor with. a burning hear, which 
conſumed the number of 150000, Dzonyſim making ule of that oc- 
caſion, ſerfire on his Navy, and drove them ro ſuch extremity, 
thathe compelled.the Tyrant to buy a ſafe return for him and the 
Carthagenians with a reward of three hundred Talents, having left 
and betrayed his companions. . Being returned into his Countrey, 
he did lead a life expoſed to thereproach of all, and was fo mi- 
ſcrable, that he went abour the Temples of the .City in a very 
thin Coar, declaring his impiety, and exhibiting his puniſh- 
ment to the Deity, having confeſſed his wickednefle againſt the 
Gods. Laſtly deſpairing, he killed himſelf ” willfully ," leg- 
ving agreat fear to the Citzzens of violating Religion, Drode- 
11, lib, 14 ' 


Hen Delos was heretofore the chief Emporium of all Greece 
and thar onely fenced with Religion, it defended allthe in. 
habirants from the injuries of all others, But Merophanmes a. cer- 
rain Commander of the Armies of Mzthridates, who being driven 
by the command of the King, or -his own inſolence, aroſe againſt 
the Iſland, and invaded it with his Navy, having neither theggic- 
fence of Valls, nor Arms, Whereall things being beaten dn, 
taken away, and plllaged, at length he laid che very City ccven 
with

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Hey report'that in Ceryze4 a City of Achata, was the Temple 

of the Eumentdes, dedicated by Oreſtes, They believed ctharit 
any one entred in hither to ſee ir, polluted either with flaughter, or 
any inceſt, or kind of impiety, he being troubled in mind, would 
prefently be cruelly terrified, Wherefore the entrance of the 
Temple was forbidden to all that firived otherwiſe, Pauſanias, in 
Arcadicts, 


Hen Er:fichthon a certain Theffalonzauy had cut down the 

YV Grove of Ceres, ſhe ſentro him perperuall hunger, and cau- 

ſed thathe ſhould never be ſarisficd with meat, He had. a daugh- 
rer named Meftra, very well skilled in Wirtch-craft, whom he of- 
ten ſold, being turned into divers forms of living Creatures,which 
running away a little after, would return co her father ha- 
ving taken her former ſhape, and fo ſhe helped her fathers. 
hunger according to her ability, Laſtly, he was driven to fo 
great hunger, that he cat his own fleſh, MNatales Comes, Mythol, libro 


5, Cap. 14. 


Hen Cambyſes King of the Perſzans, came tothe Theban .,E29p- 
' trans, he ſent fitty thouſand to deſtroy the Ammortans, and 
commanded that they ſhould burn the Oracle of Jupiter Ammon. 
Therefore when they had gone ſeven dayecs on their journey along 
theſands, and dined berween the Ciry Oaſis and the Ammonians; a 
firong South-wind overwhelmed the whole Army with heaps of 
Sand carried along. He being gone againſt the Macrobran ,,/Ethiopi- 
ans with the reſt of the Army, when. having ſcarce finiſhed the 
fifth part of his journey, wanting Vidtuals, he returned to Memphy. 
Where when the ,/£gypt:ans did make Holy-day for the Apparition 
of Oſiris P (in the ſhape ofa Bull) he ſuppoled thar they had done ir 
for his diſgrace, as if they had reproached him for his misfortune: 
he' killed the Prieſts and «/&gypiians playing, he wounded. the 
Bull of Oſiris, by which wound afrerwards he-pined away, A 
little after he killed his brother Smerdes, and his Siſters, ſuf- 
fering puniſhments worthy of his wickednefle. Herodotus, L1-

# a Perſians burned#the AnaForian Temple of Ceres in Eleu- 
ſis. Afterwards, when they were conquered at Plates 
(aCiry of Beotia) by the Grecians, with'a very great flaugh- 
ter, Not one of the Perſians was ſeen to enter the Temple of 
Ceres, which was there, nor lying about the Temple, as if 
the goddeſſe did drive away thoſe, who had deſtroyed her Temple.

The Concubine of the old man, caſt a raging 
love upon his, who when ſhe could in-no wiſe penetrate the breaſt 
of the young man with the ſenſe of her love, ſhe volunrarily accy- 
ſed him betore his father, that he did not ceaſero appeach him of 
Whoredome, His father being perſwaded by the Woman, did 
throw his ſon headlong from thetop of the houſe, and killed him, 
Afterwards repenting his deed, he hanged himſelf. Laſtly, the 
woman caſt her ſelf intoa Well. - He doth write the Author of

AS culaprus grieving that agreat part of a Grove, which was de- 
dicated to him at Coos was cut down by Turulins one of the offi- 
cers of Antonius, ro make his Ships, but in that wicked fſ{crvice 
the parties of Antonzus being overcome, Turulius was condemned 
to dy by the command of Ceſar, who broughr him to the place 
which he had violated, and cauſed, that being ſlain there, by the 
Ceſarean Souldiers, he might ſuffer for the ſame deftrution and 
overthrow of the Treesz (whereby the force of that Deity was 
made known) and that he mighe obtain freedome to thoſe rhar 
were yet ſtanding from the like injury. Afterwards the god encrea- 

ſed his worſhip, which was had alwates in very great eſteem amon 
the Inhabitants.

ageto-2 man .s} wi agiibou 73 $53, thatis to ſay, 'unlcile ſhe had per- 
formed thoſe facred rites ro Dzans, which they uſed to ſolemnize in 
the Moneth of January, Libanus iz his Oration which he made. in 
praiſe of Diana, ſhewerh that the Virgins red to put on a garment 
which they named (rocots, being of the colour of Saffron, and that 
they were not to excced the age of ten years, nor under five, Diaza 
was thought to be pleaſed with them, who for the like occaſion, 
ſeemed ro conceive fome anger. They report that there was ſome- 
times in Athens a Bear which was madeſo tame, thar ſhe-was no- 
thing atall offenſive to any, bur did freely feed here and there at 
her pleaſure, wandring about, no one receiving any hurt therby.

He Tazagrean Boetianshad a Temple dedicated to cMercurius 
$ Creophores for that Mercury did avertthe Plague, when they 
- carried about the Walls a Ram, for which-cauſe he appointed 
that he who carried the Ram ſhould be attended by Tazazrear 
pipes, or.muſick ; he of the young men who was eſteemed by all to 
exccll the-reſt in beauty, in che teaſt day of Aercary, carrying a 
Lamb upon his ſhoulder, went round about the walls with ir, 
which was a moſt preſent remedy againſt the Plague, Pauſaras, 
1h Boeticds, 


JN the cighth year of the reign of Numa, the peſtilence which ra- 

ged all about /taly, waſted Rymealfo; The Citizens ſtruck with 
fear, deliver a brazen target ſent down from heaven by divine pow- 
er; Hereupon they tell the King wonderfull ſtories, that they re- 
ceived of ,,£gerra at Camene, and that thoſe arms were fent for | the 
ſafety of the City, and that they were to be kept with an eleven 
more, which were to be made of like figure amplitude and form) 
that no thief for his profit might be able ro invent the ſ{imilitude 
being heavenly things, and that he ought to conſecrate the field art 
Camenes, and the Meadows lying about it, where they for the moſt 
part, mer with him, ard that they. ſhould confecrate the VVell 
which watered the field ro the Veſtall Virgins, the water whereof 
doth purge and water all penetrables. To theſe having given cre- 
dir, they tell that the diſcaſe preſently departed. Plutarch, in

P Haleſias & private man builded the Temple of #fculaprus er 
Naupaftum from the foundation. On a certain time the God 
which was worſhipped at Ep:4aurus, ſent Anites a Noble woman, 
to him, when he was very ſick, and almoſt blind, to make Verſes, 
with ſigned Tables, The woman ſeemed to her ſelf to receive 
them ina dtcam, But the thing was proved. by the event, For 
when ſhe was awake, (he held the ſcaled Tables in her hands. There- 
fore when ſhe cameto Naupaum, ſhe bid Phaleſeus to look upon the 
letters having taken away the Seal. Ar firſt he thought thar a 
blind man could not fee the letters. Bur being in good hope that 
eAſculapivs had ſent him ſomerhing to cure him, unſealing.the Ta- 
bles, he-looked upon the wax, and forthwith he percetved himſclf 
co be caſed of the calamity of his fight.

VV Hen a certain woman ſaid to Adrian the Emperour be- 

- Y ing very ſick, that ſhe was.admoniſhed in her ſleep by 
the gods, to exhort him, nor to kill himſelf, alrhough he ſeemed 
to languiſh under a tedious diſcaſe, becauſe in-a thort time he 
ſhoyld receive his health. The ſame woman did pur out her ' owri 
eyes, becauſc the health of the Prince did not anſwer in time ac- 
cording to her report. Laſtly alſo, ſhe was admoniſhed to kifle 
the knees of Adrian, and walh her eyes with the water which was 
inthe Temple, and having followcd the advice of her dream, ſhe 
preſently received her ſight. In ike mannera certain man being 
come from Parnonia, which was blind from his birth, baving tou- 
ched Aarian, obtained his fight, ard Adrian was reſtored to his for-

A Maſs King of the ,gyptians, married a Wife, (which ſome 
A. would have to be the daughter of Battus, the {on of Archeſ#la- 
us ; others, of Critobulm, a very honourable man amongſt his peo- 
ple) by name Laazcrs, with whom when he lay in bed, he.could nor. 
perform his marriage duty, as when he made uſe of orher women.

T He Sepu!chre of eAriFomenes of Meffene, is worthy to be ſeen 
in a Colledge of Mefſenc,(a City of Achaza in Greece) which 
they ſay in good earneſt,-is not empty, and a4 monument ſer upfor 
honour of the body not preſent, For although he, being driven from 
the Spartazes,died in baniſhment, yer by the command of Pythrus 
Apollo, his bones were carried back into his Countrey, and ſuch 
ti-ings were ordained to be holy, They bound a Bull which was de- 


inated to the Altar, ro @'Pillar not tar from the Tomb. He, being 


mad, and raging becauſe of his bonds,did ftrivetogo away, Which 
itrhe vvhile cheBull moveth nimbly,and danceth according to thar, 
it is ominous to the Meſfenrans: burifon the contrary, the Bull 
ſhal ſtand immoveable,they interpret thar ir portends ſome calami- 
ty tothem, The Lacedemontars report the Heroick Ariſtomenes to 
have been atthe LeuFricar fight 187, years after his death, vvho 
aſliſtiog the Thebars againſt them, vvrought ſo, that he aMi&ed 
chem

T Pachinum, a Promontory of S:cily, Apollo Lybiftinus is wor- 

ſhipped with great devotion; for when the Lyb1ans were 
about ro invade Szczlie, rheir Navy having arrived at the Promon- 
tory, Apollo being invocated by the Inhabitants, tent che Plague 
amongſt their enemies; and deſiroyed almoſt all of them with 1ſud- 
dain death ; whereupon Lyb?ſt:zus was added as a ſirname to him.

He Perſians, Xerxes leading them to the Chappel of Hnerua, 

which ſtanderh before the Temple of Delphos, as they came 

chither, upon a ſuddain a Thunder-bolt from Heaven fcll 
amongſt them, with the two heads of Parnaſſus, being rent from 
the reſt of the Mountain, with an horrid noife tumbled down, and 
intercepted very many of them ; whereupon from the very Chap- 
pel of Minerva came moſi joytull vociferations and jubilations. 
The Barbarzaxs committing themſelves to flight, departing from 
Delphos, they publiſhed their great diſcomfiture ; thoſe which 
eſcaped of them, fled to Betza, reporting, That ewo armed men 
more noble then any of humane nature could poſſibly be, purſuing 
them, Theſe two they ſaid were Natives, and Heroick men at 
Delphos, the one Phylacus, the other eAntonrus, the Temples dedi- 
cated to them being there tobeſeen ; That dedicated to Phylacw, 
ſftandeth by the way above the Temple of cAzmeruva; and thar 
which was dedicated to Anton, near Cafalia: under the whirl- 
pool Hyampeum, Herodotus, lib, 8, | 


N the Sabize Warr which was waged againſt the Romans for ra- 
viſking the __ The Komans made haſte ro ſhur the gate 
which was at the foot of the Y/iminalian Hill, (which afterwards by 
occaſion of what happened, was called the gate of Janus) becaule 
the enemies did ruth upon it;afrerit was made faſt, flew open ; and 
when again and again the third time the ſame thing happened, 
more armed men came to the threſhold of it, becauſe they could 
not ſhut it,to make it good againſt theenemy. And when the ene- 
mies fought moſt fiercely on the other fide, it was preſently given 
our, That the Romazxs were overcome by Tacitm; for which cauſe, 
which defended the gateor entrance of the City fled. And when 
the Sabines had made an irruption into it through the gare, it is re- 
ported, that from the houſe of Janus, by this paſſage, the great 
ower of torrents ſcattering water all about broke our, burning 
the greatand vaſtenumbers of their enemies with ſcalding waters, 
and devouring them with rapacious gulphs.

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He holy ſheep of the Sunne ; which arc at «Apolloxza in the 
boſome of [onicum, which in the day time feed along the 
River fide, which floweth out of the Mountain Lacmonrer through 
the vApoiloniatan field into the Seaz andchoſen men, honourable 
by birth and Riches amongſt the people, krep them lodged in 
the night in a Cave nor farr from the City, the people every 
year making new eleQion, for that the Apellonrate by a certain 
Oracle were brought to put an high value upon the Sheep, There 
a certain Gentleman called £verrm choſen to take the .care of look- 
ing tothe Sheep, upon a time fell a ſleep, and Wolves entring into 
the Cave, killed ſixty of them ; which when the Apollortate under. 
ſtood, they condemited him ro the loſke of his cyes for ſleeping 
when he ſhould have watched; upon execution of which ſen- 
rence, their cattle ceaſed ro bring forth young ones, and the earth 
ro yield hcr fruit, and they had Cattle at Dodona and Delphos, The 
Prophets þetng asked the cavſe of this preſentevill ; anſwered, be- 
cauſe thcy hadunjuſtly deprived Everaus the keeper of the holy 
ſhcepof hiseyes, 'and that the Wolves were fent by the gods, 
and that their punifhments forthis wrong ſhould 'not ceaſe xill he 
was fattsficd by theſe who had perpetrated this wrong to him 
whatfocver Evers himfelt conceived due fatisfaQtion ; and then 
chat the Gods would fo'blefle ther, that they would find. them- 
ſclves happy. The Apollonizte Þeeping thefe Oracles cloſe, choſe 
ccrfain Citizens to perfor them, whocome'to Evens firring in a 
tation for the purpoſe, and fitting down with him, diſcourſe of 
other ehings, ar laſt came to ſpeak of the miſeries of the times; 
which making as an introduRtionito ſpeak of His wrong, they de- 
mand of him what mul& he would wiſh the Apollozzare ro undergo 
for-his full ſarisfa ion, who having northeard'of the ſentence of the 
Oracle, ſaid tarthe defired rwo'mannours which he conceived the 


greateſt revennvesbelongingrorhe Hpolloniate, and-a houſe which 


heknew'tobe'thebeft in'the Ciry : the'Cirizens preſently affented, 
and eclling what 'dire&ions 'they Had 'recetved 'from 'the Oracle,

be, and thar all dead bodies ſhall then ariſe, and that every' one 
ſhall have reward at the laſt for every gead deed which he hath 
done ; he that moved with mercy givethto the poor, lendeth it to 
God, and ſhall recejve it an hundred fold, and life everlaſting.

Biſbop, excellently affirming and proving , that nothing of the 
Chriſtian Religion was vain z Evagrizs departed nox/yet fully ſa-

rich, he brought co the Biſhop three hundred pounds in gold, to di- 
ſribute to the poor ; but upon this condition, that he ſhould give ic 
under his own proper hand in writing, that Almighty Godwyould 
reſtore ir. The Bithop recetved the money, and giving him a wri- 
ting under his hand, @s he deſired) divided the money among (t 
poor people that were in great neceſſity, The Philoſopher having 
tor ſom@ years led a godly life, lying upon his deth-bed, com- 
manded his children, that when he ſhould be dead, they ſhould 
pur this writing into- his hand, and fo bury him ; which being 
performed agcordingly, the@Biſhop the third night after in his ſleep 
ſaw Evagrius, who ſpoke to him thus ; Reverend Biſhop, come to 
my grave, and receive thy writing, for my debr is paid me an hun- 
dred fold; but thar it may more plainly appear to thee, I have ſub- 
ſcribed it with mine own hand,” Early inche morning the Biſhop 
ſent for his ſons, and when he perceived by chem char the writing 
was buried with £vagr:w, he went with che Clark ofthe City'ro 
the Sepulchre, which opening, they found the Philoſopher ſirting, 
and reaching our his hand with the Pager in ic : which when the 
Clarks would have received, he refuſlito deliver to any of them; 
bur to the Biſhop extending his hand, he delivered it, and fo lay 
in his Sepulchre in peace, the Biſhop ſhewing epenly the writing 
in the ſight of all men, thus newly ſubſcribed ; Evagrius the Phr- 
loſopher, to the moſt holy Biſhop Sinelius, My very good Lord; Know 
boly Father that I bave recetved an hundred fold what 1 deltvered to you ;

Catullarus, Governour of the Pariſiavs, who were to fetch his ſon 
our of the Cave. whercin he abiconded himſelf, when they came 
thirher, were taken with ſuch fear and horrour, that the haits of 
chcir head ſRtandingupright, and all the parts of cheir bodies trem- 
bling, they had no power to go intothe Cave; his father ſuppoſed,

gender. as faſt as vermin from the putrefaion of a dead carcaſs; 

In all 
which, Schelkrop was ſo notorious a Captain; thar the time wherein 
he lived could hardly parallel] him, - He upon a certain time, ac- 
cording to his cuſtome, tryed his fortune art play, having choyce of 
companions like himſelf, they wept to a publick Gaming-houſe, a 
Tavern inthe Suburbs of Moguntiaum, called Filtsbach, the ſign of 
the flower, which was commonly called Zuder Blume ; and when 
they had for ſometime playd there ar dice, it fell our, that Schel- 
krop was ſo unfortunate,thar he had loſt almoſt all his money; which 
when by continuing of play, he didnot onely not recover; but very 
much augmented his loſs, he began, as he was wont, not onely to 
vapour with his fellow Gameſters,and give them baſe and unhand- 
ſome language, but likewiſe moſt impiouſly to blaſpheme God and 


his Saints; ſome report, that when he was thus with rage and im-_ 


piety incenſed, that he openly threatoned, Thar whatſoever Image 
of our Saviour he firſt mer withall, of it he would rake revenge of 
his preſent loſs. But I will not confidently afficm ir, bur -it' ap- 
pears plainly, that when he went from his companions, he came 
r0a certain Chappel ſeared betwixt the Church of Saint Alban, 
and rhe Temple of the bleſſed Virgin, where Images were kepr, 
and ſuddenly fiercely hacked and hewed the Image of our bleſſed 
Saviour crucified upon the Croſs, and that-with'one ſtroke he cur 
off the head thereof, ſo.thar ir fell from the body, and that with 
the edge and pointpf his ſword he flaſht and rhruſt many other 
Images of Saints which were placed by the Croſs, &c. Hitherto 
Schelkrop.was mad with fury and rage z and whar followes, will 
declare how miraculouſly divine: revenge ſeized-on;him; for fud- 
dcvly, dreadtully, and miraculouſly blood flowed from rhe cute, 
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An Hiſtory of Sathan's Deceits, 
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ſlaſhes, and thruſts, that he had made in the Images, as if not Imia- 
ges made of wood, bur« living men had ſuffered that injury ; and 
Schelkope now as one attain'dto the full meaſure of execrable impic- 
ty, ſtood fill, not able to move a foor, till he was deprehenced in his 
raging crime by-paſlengers, that found him! in the place where he 
had perpetrated that villany, for which they ſeifed upon him, and 
brought him before the Magiſtrates, by whom he was moſt defer. 
vedly condemned todie, and accordingly was burnt in the fight of 
all the people, nor far from the City, inthe place which che people 
commonly call the Jews Sand, becauſe they were uſed there to 1n- 
terr their dead. And the Images, famous by their hurts and the 
blood which iſſued from them, were tranſlated by the hands of 
Prieſts, from tbar lirtle Church, to the Temple of the Holy Croſs ; 
where to this day that dreadfull blood is to be ſeen, and fo reli- 
giouſly honoured, and many mortals varionſly afflicted , making 
vows to Viſit that place, have obrained of the moſt great and good 
God ſuch mercy, as to be cured of their infirmities, and delivered 
from their afflictions, Theod#ricus Greſmundns, legum dofor. 


A Nd although this impiety and petulancy of furious men is 

n0 way to be tolerated, but rather by Laws and puniſhments 
to be reprefied, yer I. believe, that, without doubr, theſe miracles 
were wrought by the fraudand impoſture of the Devil, to confirm 
Idolarry in the hearts of menz*by the worſhip and' adoration of 
Images, by which they would confine Ged to dwell in trunks and 
ſtones ; which Idolatry was moſt&frequert, and to this day is inthe 
Papacy. Sce concerning theſe ſigns and prodigies, Paul's latter 
Epiftle to the Thefalonians, cap. 2. and ſeriouſly confider the

N the twenty fourth year of Conſtantine,at Coprominum in Beritum, 
che Image of Chriſt was contumeliouſly abus'd by the Jews, 
whereupon blood and water openly appeared to ifſue out of the 
ſide thereof, wheteby many were cured of rheir infirmities : they 
purting it ioto vials ſent of at all the Vorld over, by reaſon where- 
of an Holy-day was inſtituted the fifth Ide of November, in remem- 
brance of the Paſſion of the Image of Chriſt, Srgebeyt in the year 
of our Lord, 765, ſaich, The Fathers in the Niztene Council were 
of opinion, chat this happened in the time of Athanafim, and that 
he particularly related and commended it to poſterity, It was 
tranflared from _—_ (as it is reported) rather by Divine then hu- 
mane counſel, Savellicw, 1ib, 9g.

For 
g there be ſome, who (toridde themſelves alrogerher 
from the queſtion andtdiſputation, thar might be 
made concerning particular and ſpeciall matters, which are often 
allcdged, in regard of the Apparition of Specters) do bend them- 
ſelves againſt chem all io generall ; That ſo by cutting off the root, 
and'undermining the foundation of a Principle well grounded, 
they-may the more eaſily cauſe theoverthrow and downfall of all 
that which dependeth upon the ſame.. . y 
. They deny therefore, that there arc any Angels, or;Devils at all - 
or any Spirirs,ſevered and abſtracted from a corporall ſubſtance or 
body : to the end that by conſequence they may infer and conclude,

wher@the Souls'of men ſhould ſuffer any pains or- puniſhment ; 
bur-thar they dye together with the body ; And- that all whatſoc- 
..xer-is ſaidoralledged, touching Hel|-torments, 1s; nothing but a 
He and. ſyperftitious toy, and fable; onely ro make babes and 


Syhildren afraid: and to wrap and tye the greateſt perſons of the 
Vorld in certain bonds of a Religious ſuperſiition:: for ſo are the 
whrds of Lucretzus, in chis behalf. And I do believe, that they do

Notwirliſtanding'for all this; 'he oppoſed himſelf-againſt all the 


famous and renowned Philoſophersof his eime, and held argument 
-againſtrhemy chough (#s himſelf conftefled) they were the chicfeſt

and moſt excellent .in all Kind of knowledg and learning, And be 
was not aſhamed to ſtand onely upon his own bare conceit and opi- 
nion : impudently maintaining, without-any reaſon art all, again(t 
them that were as wiſe, if not more wile then himſelt, and more in 
number : that forſooth nothing ar all, whatſoever was ſaid oc al- 
ledged touching Specters, ought tobe adinirred or believed. Bur 
what reaſons I pray you dota he bring, to confirm his ſaying > 
Truly none atall ; bur that onely of his own abſolute and uncon- 
rrouled authority , he will draw to his incredulicy, ail others, 
whom he ſcerh to be aſſured and fetled inthcir opinion ; Notwith- 
tanding, thar they are certainly reſolved of the truth, by the exte- 
riour ſenſes, wirh which they have perceivedand known ghat co be 
true, -which ſo conſtantly they do maintain and defend, Burt how 
can it poſſibly be, that a man ſhould think, without any ſhew of 
reaſon, by incredulity and mockery onely, to confute and over- 
throw that, which hath been ever of all men, and in all ages, re- 
ceived and admitted > Certainly, this is the faſhion and guiſe of 
mockers, andiſcorners, that that which they cannoc deny, nor yet 
have a'will ro confeſle, they will find the means to pur ir off with a 
jeft and laughter : . and fo think ſecretly co inſinuate themſelves into 
che minds and conceits of their hearers; eſpecially, ſuch as look 
not, nor-have a regard tothe truth and ſubſtance of a thing, bur 
onely-ro the outward ſhadow, and grace of words and glorious 
ſpeeches. - Such a {corner needeth not any great knowledg2 : be- 
cauſe it is ſufficient for him to be ſuperficially sKiltull in any thing; 
ſo chat he can witha kind of grave and {miling grace, ſhitc off the 
reaſons and arguments of thoſe, whoſe knowledge, and Icarning, 
is ſoexceeding far beyond his, as during his whole life, he will 
never attain unro the like, - Thus did Machjavel carry himſelf; 
who among(t the-learned, 'and'men of skill and/ judgment, knew 
welt how to make his profit of his ſ{coffes, and pleaſant grace in 
jeſting ; whereby he would many rimes ſtrike them our of counte- 
nance, in theſighr of them that heard: him 5 whereas, if he had 
come to diſpute with them, by lively reafons, and folid Arguments, 
hewould ar the very firftblow have been overthrown and confoun- 
| ded. :Bur in the end he diſcovered himſelf ſufficiently, and. was re- 
pured of all men,*noother'then a Scoffery and an Atheiſt, as Paulus 
Jouin reſtificth'of him, ' | 
-* But we will ceaſe to ſpeak any further of him, of Lucian, and of 
rhole of their fumoyr, and will return: to our matcer, rouching 
'SpeRers : the which, that we may.the better cxplain (now that 
'webave bricfly. declared the diverfity of opinions, of choſe thar' in- 
fiſt'upon the'contrary) we will anſwertihto each of them in order, 
as they have becn propounded. And'firſt; as touching tie Saddu- 
ces;the Epicures, rhe Peripartericks, we will ſeverally anfwer their 
Ar2uments which they obje againſtus ; Next, we will remove 
thoſe difficulties, which are obje&ed, and ſhew how che Augels 
and Devils may take upon them a body. © Afterwards, we will 
ſhew and diſcover unto the Scepticks, that the humane ſen{cs are 
ic Fs 
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not {o faulty and tncertamn, as they would make men believe, And 
laſt of all, (to the intent we may leave nothing behind) we will not 
forget to ſhew, by what maladics and infirmiries the ſenſes may be. 
hure and troubled: and the Imaginative, power of man wounded 
and changed : ſogs all that which 1s ſuppoſed to be ſeen, is meerly 
falſe and untrue. ** | 
To come-firſt of all tothe Sadduces;: Iris moſt certain, that of 
all men they. were the moſt grofleand carnall; and did not believe 
"chat any thing was ſpirituall: bur they did Imagine all to be: cor- 
porall ; becauſe they faid, that the Humane HKnderftanding doth al- 
waies work withthe Phantaſme, and with the thing Imag:ned. And 
It appeareth, that in.dreaming of any thing whatioever, we'do al- 
waics imagtie it.to be corporall z whcreuponthey conclude, that 
all chings are corporall : and therefore that even God alſo is a. cor- 
poral Subſtance, which is the greateſt abſurdity and Blaſphemy 
that car} be imagined inthe world.- .. For it we ſhould reſtrain God 
into a body, 'we muſt alſo make him ſubject 20.2 body : {fo ſaith 
Saint Johz Darhaſcen) which, in-a word, 'is to rc{train and ſhorten 
the power and omnipotency of God : the which beipg infinitely 
above all ſubſtances, bothcorperall and incorporall, 1s not ſub- 
je& to their Category, -The-: reaſon. that moved..them to believe 
_ rhat God was corpurall, was a place of-coſes (for they did nor 
receive nor admit of any Scriptures, bur. the five Books of doſes; 
as ſaith Origen) wherein it is Written... That God made Moſes to ſtay 
# the Cave of a Ryck or Mountain; andputting his hand upon bim, did 
ſhew bim bis hiader parts, not ſuffering him to ſee hisface, And there- 
fore in regard that <Aoſes attributech unto God a face, a hand, and 
othcr parts, they conclude that God hath a body. Of the ſame 
opinion alſo was Tertullian, (as witneſſeth Saint Auguſtine, writing 
to Optatus) and the Fogomiles, being;certain Heretzqucs of Bulgary,: 


who thought.that God wasas we are (fo. writeth Enthymus) ; and - 


that ſrom his 1wo eyes, out of his brajn djd ifſue rwo beams ;. rhe: 
one called the Surxe, and the other, the Holy Spirit: which. is g 
moſt. þlaſphemovs and intolerable errour, TRE

Now the occafion, why the Sadduces did ſo eagerly defend. Pee _ 
maintain, that God had a/body ; was, becauſe they would deny alþ*:: 
incorporall ſubſtances : rowhich effe& they thus argued, If God-f*: 
(ſay they) have created any ſubſtances, he created them to his. 
own Image and likeneffe ; and therefore when he made man he 
ſaid, That be made him according tokis own Image ; ſhewing thereby, 
that he was of a corporall ſubſtance: becauſe that Man, whom 
he formed ro the pattern, of his own face, .is corporall, And if 
God have made nothing.byt what is.corparall : Ir followeth, .thar 
the Angells and Devillswhich ere ſaid ro be Spirits; are nothing 
bur meer fables: and thar there be not any.Souls,. or ſpiries ſepara- 
red from a corporall ſubſ}adce ; and by, conſe quence, thatthe Soul 
of qpan is mortall,as the body ; and hath no need. to be reunited. 
thereunto by the generall reſurreion, £6;

- * Put ir is eaſy to anſwer them ; by denying plainly, thar God is 
corporall, orhbath any body. For albeic, the holy Scripture doth 
attribuce unto God, hands, feet, face, eyes, and other parts of a 
body : yer this muſt be underſtood ſpiritually; and: by rhoſe cor- 
poral} and bodily members, we muſt imagiae the- ſpirituall ver- 
ues of GoJ (according as faith S. Gregory) : as, by his eyes, we muſt 
underſtand his foreſight and bis knowledg ; to the which all things 
are opcn, and from which nothing is hidden and concealed ; By 
his baud, is meant, his Almighty power and puiſſance ; By his face, the 
plenitude and fullneſſe of bis glory, By his bzader parts, his glory is ſha- 
dowed, as under tne vail of fome certain form and {imilitude, 
And whereas they ſay, that the ZzderFanding doth work with the 
Imagination ; and that wedo Imagine God to be a corporal ſub- 
tance: This hath no reaſon, nor any appearance of truth ar all ; 
bur is an crrour, common to them, with the Epreures : to che which 
we willanſwcranon. Andas touching the Angels: I do greatly 
marvell how the Sadures can deny the being of chem; ſeeing thar 
Moſes in many places doth make mention of them, and of their Ap- 
parition. Ve may therefore very well ſay of them, tharthey uſe 
rhe Books of Moſes, as men uſe their Stirrops, in lengthening and 
ſborrning them, at cheir pleaſures. This is the reaſon, why Juſtine 
Martyr did not reckon them inthe number of the Jews (and thar 
worthily) but reputed them as 'Hereticks : not allowing them any 
place in the Jewiſh Church, by reaſon @f the fond and abſurd opi- 
nions which they held, not onely of God, but alfo of the Angels, 
Devils, and Souls of men, which they affirmed to be mortrall, Bur 
as concerning this latter point, we ſhall ſpeak more hereafter, Lec 
us now con{tder the Arguments of the Epreares, 

The firſt errour of the Epicures 1s, that God hath a body ; as the 
Saduces did believe likewiſe. And their firſt Argument was; 
That nature it (elf (forſooth) did teach and admoniſh us, to believe, 
that both God and all Celeftiall eflences were corporall ; for two 
reaſons: The former was, becauſe the Gods are not figured in any 
other, then ina humane form. And the fecond, becauſe whether 
it be in ſleeping, or in waking, wher: we dream or imagine of the 
Gods, no othcr form doth preſent ir ſclf unto our Imaginations, bur 
a humane ſhape: And therefore they conclude, that the Gods are 
11 figure like unto men, But unto this Argument, Cicero anſwer- 
eth ſufficiently ; Thar ſuch humane ſhape, and form, is artribured 
© unto the Gods bv the invention of mien ; and thar either it proceed- 
ch from tlie wiſedome of the Antients ; who thought thereby 
they ſhould the more 'cafily draw the ſpirics and minds of the ig- 
noranr, to the' knowleds of fpirituall, and ſupernatural things ; 
and'thar they ſhould the ſooner bring and reduce them into the way 
rolive well and vertuoufly : Or elſe,thatthe fame had its beginning 
and firſt footing from a blind ſuperſtition : which doth moſt eaſily 
allure men to adore thoſe gods which are portrayed and carved in 
a form moſt pleaſing and agreeable unto men ; Or elfe,thar it is bur 
a fiction of Poets and Parntersz Wito have alwaies been audacious 
to 
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rotain and deviſe any thing,rarher then that which (hould be accor- 
ding to truth and verity. And this laſt point may well ſcrve to an- 
{wer char, which gheEpreares{ay 3 thatybe ir infleeping, or in. wa- 
king, the gods do nor preſent themiclves unto vs, -in any othcr then 
a humane torm : For chis is certain, that by the porcraiture and 
pictures which we ſec of the gods, in thoſe forms which are com- 
mon and familiar unto usz we do imagine (though falſly) thar 
which may reſemble unto us, the fare which we have {cen to be 
painted. Infomuch, that Jupeter ſcemerh unto us, to have a face 
and countenance terrible, with his hair black, and havging back- 
ward ; as Phidias did cngrave him, AnQ Minerva bad her eyes blew, 
or of an_azure colour ; as. Homer deſcriberh her, ec Mercury was 
' painted like a. young man, having his cyes alwaies open, as one 
that was ever waking: with bright yellow hait, and a yellow 
down upon his chin and checks, as it it did but newly begin ro 
{rizzicorto curl, Yerus had her cyes delicate and wanton, and 
her locks of Gold yellow. furo had grofſe and thick eyes, riſing 
up towards her head, like unte the eyes of an Oxe, And fo pene- 
rally were the reſt'of the Gods painted by the Gentiles, in divers 
forms and faſhions, NotwithRanding, all this proceeded of no« 
rhing elſe, buc {rom the £1four of our /magrination, which {uffereth 
it felt tobe dectived and feduced, by the painting, which imprint- 
ed in it a kind of falſe notieh. Ifay,e notion : becauſe the igno- 
rant common fort of pcople, is periwaded of the ſame, and ſuffer- 
eth ir torake place in their mind, or A»derftarding ; which is as. 
caſy alſotobe deceived, as is their Imagination, But a man of 
Wiſedomcand Judgment, (who hath bis underſtanding more clear 
and open) is not cafily therewithall ſeduced ; but notwithſtan- 
ding all paintings ard fiions, his {ztelle#, or underſtanding power 
piercerh chrough the imagination (as rhe San plercerh or ſhineth 
through the Clouds): and ſpreading it ſelf, with her light, doth 
caſily believe in aſpirituall manner, that God and the Angels arc 
Spirikua]). vl] 

"The ſecond Arguwent of che Epicures, touching the humane bo- 
dy of God ; was, that God took upon him that form, which- was, 
or could be imagined, to be the-moſt beauritull in the whole 
-World. And they ſay, that the humane form, or ſhape, is of all 
others, the moſt goodly and excellents And therefore we ought to 
thinkthat God is carnall and corporall, as men are, Hereunts 
ncedeth no anſwer to be made: becauſe che conſequence of their 
Argument is-not good : viz. That God ſhould retain unto himſclf 
the figute of a man, becauſe the ſame is the moſt excellent of all 
other creatures #1 the Vorld, Forthe Divinity of God, neither - 
is, nor can be, -in any corporal ſubſtance: bur it 1s -an incorpo» 
reall and ſpirituall effence,, 'which hath nothing common with 
thar fubſftatce which. is ,preper unto theſe Earthly Crea- 
eures, 

Tize third and laſt Argument of theſe Philoſophers, is a Grada- 
tion or heaping up of Syllogiſms: which kind of Argument, the

- /\Nowy whereas it might be objeReditorthe Epicures'; Thar in'ma- 
king their Gods to have @ huthane body; they do therein make them 
fubjx&'todeathfaid'diflipation. * To avoid this abſutdirty, they do 
eamble-ihroa'preater ; affirming,thattheir body is as4 body; and 
their bloud; asblond;: not having any- thing, but che lincaments 
and proportion of a man, and being exempted: from 'all craſfitude 
andthickneſfe :- which-m a word, ts aStmuch ' as to-fay, that their 
gots were rather Idols of men, then very'men; and rather framed 
bythe pattern of men, then as men in trith and ſubſtance ; which 
isa thing the moſt ridiculous thar can be imagined,” 

"Bar; will ſome ſay, to what! purpoſe:ſerverh all this, touching 
our 'matter of Spe@ers > 'Thave ſaid before, that the Saddaces did 
maintain God to have a body, to the end they might che'bercer deny 
the'appearing of Speters; which are ſubſtances without a body. 
Alfo the Epichres made their Gods to have bodies z thar ſo they 
wighr hold'chem in the Heavens idle, 'and doing nothing : and by 
conſequence might deny their Apparition upon Earth. For as tou- 
ehing Devilsot Spirits, they believed there were not any : bur did 
confound them all in the number of their Gods, And, that they 
did but makea jeſt of SpeRers, appeareth by rhe ſpecch of Caffim 
In Plutarch : -and in that that Celſus (half an Epicure) writing againſt 
the Chriſtians, did deny them flatly and abſolutely, (as 1s ro be 
feenrin Or:gern, who hath anſwered him) and did reprove the Chri- 
ſtians, inthat they would allow of any powers, or Spirits, con- 
trary to the gods: ſuppoſing (according ro his own ſaying, and 
opinion) that there were no Devills. Befides thar, he made a 
mock anda jeſt of Angels, and of the ReſurreQion of the body : 
and generally of allthofe Apparitions,which were made, both in 
the Old and New Teſtament, 

- Ahd now that we ſpeak of contrary powers, it putteth me in rc- 
membrance of a ſpeech of Plutarch, who reproverh Chryſippus, for 
that in this untverſall body of the World, ſo well ordained and 
framed, he ſhould'grant ſo great an inconvenience, (to wit) thar 
there-ſhould be a kind of Devills aMi&ing and rormenting men, 
tothe difturbance of the concord and harmony of the World: 
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Bur-rocomeagain unto the Eprewres : It is moſt certain, that 
they were no other, then the followers of nature :: and thar onely ſo 
far asthings did fall under their outward ſenſes, And if one ſhould 
alledge unto them, that any: SpeQers, -Images,. and. Viſions, had 
preſented themſelves; they would refer the ſame, for the moſt 
part, tozhe-concourſe and perpetuall flux of their. eAtomes : or to 
tome other like reaſons ; the which we hold it not amifle to diſcover 
and decipher at.large, as we have drawn them our of Cicero, or of 
Lucretiws, All Images(fay they )whichdo externally preſent them- 
{ſe]ves unto our ſenſes, erther.they are vs;ble, or 2zviſible ;, If rhe 
be /zwtfitle, either they Ere created 112 the Ayre, Or 742 our own minds 
and conceits, As touching thoſe made in the Ayre; ir is nor any 
trangething, or abhorring from reaſon, that in the ſame thould 
be engendred certain voices z like as ye ce it is naiurall, thar 
cold commeth from the Rivers; ebbiog and flowing, from rhe Sea; 
and hear, from the. Sun. [And it may be, that ſome voice, being 
ſpread abroad within the Valleys, doth not onely rebound back 
again, tothe place from whence. it came ; bur doth dilate and 
ſcarter it ſelf berc and there, rhroughout the Ayre, as do the ſparks 
that mount up from the fire. So that for one voice there are ma- 
ny engendred ; which running through the empty Ayre, do enter 
within the Ears of thoſe, . that knew nothing of the naturall voice ; 
and do put them into a miſconceit, and fond opinion, thar they 
have heard either ſome of the Fayrzes, or Satyres, or Nymphes, play- 


| ing and ſporting amidſt the Woods. 


As concerning thoſe that are bred inthe mind ; They ſay, thar 
for the innumerable courſe of Atomes ; all whatſoever we do dream 
or think of, commeth inconrtinently into: the ſpirit or mind, and 
ſomcrimes pafleth by Vitons and Images into the bodily Eycs,

Bur if the Images be v2/able; enher they are:reverberated and 
bearen back, trom the: ChryiFall and-trarſparant, dyre, excceding 
clear in ner ſuperficzes? ot they come of the Spoyls and. ſcales of natu- 
rall things. Touching the Ayre; Thar-it may of ir {clf caſt ſome 
kind of Image, having power to appear; they prove it in this {orr ; 
"All Ayre that is Chryitalline or tranſparent, hath a Kind of re- 
fraQion, as appeareth by the mirrour. (whereot Looking Glaſſes 
are made and poliſhed) and by the water, and by a thick and dark- 
ned Ayre, And this do:the (atopticks themſclves teach in their 
principles; Now (by the compariton.and {1militude of the mirror, 
and the water) all Ayre which hath a refracion, doth of it felt 
yield ſome certain form, - And therefore it is not any thing ſtrange 
if inan Ayre 8 man may fee certain forms and Images. And they 
do bring alio this compariſon, Even asthe Tapeſiry hanginzs in a 
Theater, or a large wide Hall, docaft abroad round abour, their 
naturall colour, wherethey find an Ayre oppoſed againſt them ; 
and the more that the beams of the Sun do bear or ſhine upon them, 
the more brifht and ſhining luſtre they carry with them ; and ſeem 
ro have calt off and left their colour, in the ſame place, which is 
dirc&ly in oppoſition againſt them ; Sois it molt cerrain, thar the 
Ayre may of it ſelf caſtabrqad certain forms and hgures; the which 
look by how much the morethey be made clear, by the light which 
doth bring and tye them to our obje&, ſo much the more compre- 
henſible ſhall chey be unto our fight. | 

In brief, concerning theſpoils and ſcales caſt from natural things, 
of which, in their opinion, Images ſhould be engendred. They do 
make this argument ; The Carcrpillars (ſay hey) do leave their 
{ſpoils io the bedpges or buſhes, like unto-them(el ves; ſo do the Ser- 
pents among the thorns or ſtones ; and the little creatures, at the 
time of their birth , do leave bchind them their after-burthen ; 
which is a littlethin and {lender sKin, which they bring with them, 
from their dammes belly. Why therefore may there nor be let 
. or caſt from the bodyes of naturall things, certain thin and fſubrill 
torms, or Images, proceeding from them as well, as a little skin 
and the afrer-burthen doch remain of the ſuperfluity of little 
Creatures > Bur all eheſe Arguments may very eaſily be dif- 
ſolved. | 

Aad fisſt, as touching the voyces, which,they ſay, may ſimply be 
created of the Ayre ; I will not deny that. | For it is moſt certain, 
rhatthe voice, i 4 certarn beating and concuſſion of the Ayre, which 
falleth under the ſenſe of hearing, (as is affirmed by the Grammariazxs.) 
And the matter of the vorce (as ſaith Gale) is the breath, and reſpi- 
ration of the Lungs; but che form thereot is the Ayre, without the 
which, neither can it be underſtood, nor can it be called a voice, 
Beſides I will nor deny. but that the ſounds are raiſed within the 
empty Ayre, be it cither by the winds, or by ſome otter cxternall 
cauſc, Butto ſay, thartthe voices, and the ſounds are naturall 
and adberent to the Ayre, as the Tide ro the Sea ; and coldnefle ro 
the Rivers; and heart to the Sun ; Ir would then follow, char 
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withour any externall cauſe at all, both the voice, and the ſenſes 
ſhould be created in the Ayre, and (ſhould perpetually adhereunto 
che Ayre, as the Tidedorthto the Sea; and cold to the waters ; 
and heat untothe Sun, But ſo it is, thar the winds are not alwaies 
inthe Ayre : and the ſounds and voices are external things, com- 
ming into the Ayre, by the 'means of ſome other ſubje& ; the 
which is nothing co neirher in the Sea, norin the Rivers, nor in the 
Sun : becauſe thar in the Seas'the Tidez and cold in the warers : 
and heat in the Sun, are unſeparably, and continually. And there 
is great difference between Accidents that are Separable, and-thoſe 
that arc /ſeperable. For the ſeparable Accident as the Yojces And 
rhe Sourds inthe Ayre, may be abſtracted, and drawn from the ſub. 


' tance of the Ayre, and yerthe Ayre ſhall neither periſh,nor bethe 


ſooner altered thereby ; 'Butebbing and flowing cannor- be raken 
from the Sea, butthe nature thereof muſt needs be changed; Nor 
can the hear be ſeparated from the Sup, bur that he muſt then loſe 
his light; Neitheg can the cold be ſevered from the Rivers, bur 
tharthe quality and nature ofthe warer muſt. be changed ; which 
cannor poſſibly be; becauſe -naturally water is cold. And' theſe 
three Accidents, are inſ{cparably knictothoſe three ſubſtances, 'no 
lefle, then blacknefle is tothe Raven, apd whitenefſe'to the Swan, 
Morcover, it is'a far orearer'foolery, to ſay, that of voices articu- 
lared and knitrogether,' the voices themfcives ſhauld be bred 'and 
engcndred inthe Ayre : For tiat1s not onely againſt the nature of 


_ the Ayre, but againſt all order eſtabliſhed in the World. Neither 
|1s it to any purpole, to ajledge for an-infiance, ttie voice of an 


Eccho : the whichbcing carried in the Ayre, dorh ſpread ir elf, 
and ſcattererh (as a ſpark from the fire) here and there, not onely 
towards the party that made and diſperſed the found,' bur ro fome 
other places likewiſe. Fer the voice of the Eccho, is engendred: of 
rhe voice of the party, and notof the Ayre, and is diſperſed (as 
c6:cmſelves confefle) by the ſpeech of the man, from whom it rook 
its Originall and firſt beginning, ' Neither will Teafily grant unto - 
them, that the voice of th&Eccho doth diſperſe it felt on all ſides, 
without loſing itſelf, or being extinguiſhed. For it is a thin 
very notorious, and ſufficiently proved, that if the Eccho be difper- 
{ed into another place, thcn that from whence it firſt received her 
voice, ſhe is no more diſcerned or underſtood as the voice of a 
man, bur onely as a confuſed and uncertain found; which ranging 
through the Vallies, cannot be diſcerned , bur onely for e rcſoun- 
ding noifc, and nor otherwiſe, Now asconcerning thoſe Images, 
or {1militudes; which the Eprcures alledg to be crearcd in the thought 
or conceit : ſaying, that the mind of man doth refer unto the eyes, 
whatſoever it dreamerh, or thinketh on ; and that by means of the 
abundance or concourſe ofthe Atomes, Ido make them the ſame 
anſwer, which Cicero yielded them : thar it the mind and the eyes 
doſo ſymbolize and agree together in operations, thar whatſoever 
the mind ſhall imagine and conceive, the eye may preſently ſee ; 
It muſt needs then follow, that ſome things ſhall preſent them- 
| ſelves 
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ſelves to our eyes and fight, whict: never were'tn being, nor ever 


can be, For | may drcam, or thiok of a Sc5lla, a Chimera, a H:ppo- 
cextaure, and ſuch like conceited fictions, which never were, nor 
can be, And I may fain unto my ſelf, tn my mind, ſtrange on- 
fters, and eArticks ; fuch as Painters do many rimes make, which 
neufier are things, nor can poſhbly be, Tobe ſhcrr, it this Argu- 
mene of the Epicures were true'; it muſt needs be, that all things 
whatſoever the mind preſenterh, ſhould be of a certainty : and 
they ſhould fall ſoſfubje& ro our ſighr,-as we might plainly and 
ſenſibly ſee them : the which'is the greateſt folly, that can poſſi- 
bly be imagined. Neither car. they defend themfelves with the 
continuall concourſe of their Atomes : which (they ſay) do unceſ- 
ſantly bring certain Images into the mind, and into the eyes of men, 
For,be it, that we thould conſefle, rhartheir Atomes do {lide into 
the mind of man; how can they conclude thereof, that they de- 
ſcend into the ſight; nay, how can they deſcend ; bur that even by 
* their own reaſons, their ignorance and ſottiſhneflſe may be diſco- 
vered, For, if their Atomes do enter intd the mind, it muſt needs 
be then by that means, that they be 7rvwiſible ; and that they do 
fly up and down very cloſcly, and ſubtilly (as the very word doth 
alſo import.) 'Now it they tly :2v;ſibly in the mind 5 how can they 
of themſelves ſo readily make any thing viſible and apt ro be ſeen > 
Certainly, ro make their Atomes viſible and corporall, there muſt 
be of neceſlity, betorchand, a great concurrence and huge heap of 
them drawn together ; which cannot be ſuddenly done, bur will 
r&quirea great time, Now in the mean while thari theſe 1nvrfible 
Atomes ſhall be a gathering, and getting tbgether into the mind, 
they will be flitting and flying away ſame ocher where, as ſoon as 
the mind (which never recainerh one thing very long) hath pur 
them outof remembrance. So that by this means they have nor 
any leaſureto form themſelves viſible ro the eyes of the body ; 
bur they return back again, even as they came ar firſt, /-viſi- 
ble. | ; 

Now let us proceed, and paſſe on to thoſe Images, which (ſay 
the Epicures) are reverberated from the Ayre, being clear and 
tranſparant in her ſuperficzes. Ido agree withthem, that the Cat- 
optike, that is ro ſay, the Speculative, (being one of the kinds of the 
Arc Optike) doth hold, thar the refra@ion, which is made of forms 
(be it-c1ther ina mirrour in the 'Ayre, or in the water) commeth c- 
ther of the denſity and thicknefle of the mirrour, poliſhed and made 
bright, the which keepeth fighr, that it doth nor diſperſe and ſcar- 
tcr it ſelf ; whereas otherwile, if the mirrour were tranſparent, or 
bad any pores, whereby one might ſee through it, the {(ight would 
diſperſe and fcarter ir ſelf abroad ; Or elſe it commerh of the 
thickneſſe of the Ayre nexe adjoynipg : orof the humid and moiſt 
concretionof the Vater, which ſtayerh and limiteth the beams of 
the eyeſight. And that is the reaſon, why one may aſwell fce his 
viſage itt the water, as ina mirrouror looking-glafle; and ſo allo 
in the water of the Sca, when it is not troubled nor tofled with rhe 
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Winds, butrefierh- calm and quiet ; which Virgil teſtifieth in theſe 


Verſes : 


Of late (upon the ſhore ) I ſtood, my ſelf bebolding 
1n waters of the'Sea, 10 ftormy wanas then ſtirring, 


But what will they infer of this, which every man will confeſſe 
to be true and infallible > So it-is, (ay they) that the Ayre being 
clear in her Superficies (Jike as doth the mirrour or looking Glaſle); 
ſo will it yield of it ſelf, ſome form or figure. Ler this alfo be 
granted them :- And what of that > Forſooth they conclude, thar 
therefore in the Ayre, a man may. ſec figures: and Images, Bur 
who {ecth nor, thatthis concluſion 15 ridiculous, and Sophiſticall : 
For it doth notanſwer to the terms of their propoſition : bur ſimply 
carrieth away the . Subje&, without ſpeaking of that, which is 
thereunto attributed, and which is the knor of che whole queſtion. 
But'l would know of the Epreures, how they can prove unto us, that - 
by their Atomes the Ayreanay naturally engender forms 'and Ima- 
ges of themſclves, which ſhould be viſible : and, which ſhould be 
moving and living, as the Sp: &ters are, Idoaflure wy ſelf, thar 
they have not any arguinents ſo good, but they may as eaſily be 
diſſolved and avoided, as was the former, Bur they will fay, per- 
haps; that we ſec,often in the Ayre Comets, Frery Flames, and other 
Prodigies, "True; this I will not deny ; bur theſe things (which 
they ſay are ſeen in.the Ayre) donot take their originall neicher of 
their Atomes, nor of the Ayrez but are engendred of the Vapours 
dryed up from the Earth, as it is well known by the writings of 
good Philoſophers. And the Ayre is ſuſceptible and capable of 
them, by reaſon of ſome emprincfle in itz which doth eafily yield 
and give place, and receiverh that which is ſent unto it from be- 
low. Beſides it is very evident, that ſuch figures apd Images as 
arc ſcen in the Ayre, have not any life 1n' them, as have the true 
SpeRers ;z.the which alſo (the Eprcures ought to ſhew by good rea- 


| ſons) to be carried to and fro, and to move themſelves in the Ayre. 


For if they bad artributced motion and. ſtirring unto SpeFers z and 
had proved, that naturally, withour having any Soul or lite, they 
might notwithſtanding be ſeen wandring, and running hither and 
thithcr in our form, or inany other ; and that they are not onely 
to be ſeen in all parts of the Ayre, but inall other places whatſoe- 
ver; then this mighrhave ſtood themn grear ſicad, ro have im- 
pugned the Apparition of Specters, fupernaturally, or againſt na- 
rure. | 

Moreover,” if they will sflirm, that. the tranſparent and thick 
Ayre, receiving our figure by refra&tion, doth move it ſelf as we doz 
and doth live and change from place to place, as wedo; then muſt 
they alſo prove unto vs, that the ſame ſhould be a Ype&er ; and not 
the Image of the obje& oppoſed thereunto, the which vaniſheth 
away afloon asthe ſame doth abſent it {elf from ir. h 


And 
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+> And ſceingwe are now in the diſcourſe of Images, formed in a 
thick Ayre x #tiis to be-underſtood, thattheirinarure is ro appear 
cither by the: refraon of our own naturall and proper form, orby 
reflexion.'' As touching their-appearance by refrafzoz, we have al- 
readyſpoken ſufficiently :- Bur#s'concerning thoſe which are by re- 
flexrowz Ic is moſt cereaing that their property is to appear by ano- 
cher form then *ours : namely; of 'ſome-lighrſome body, which 
groweth into the thick and''grofſe Ayre, in-che humid and moiſt 
concretion of the ſame ; or into the Glaſle ofa mirrour, making a 
reflexionof thatthing which is reverberated and beaten back again 
1nco.our fight; Thus by-wiv of reflexion may a 'man ſee within 
a looking-Glaſſe, thoſe men which are walking and marching in 
the ſtreets. And ſometimes a man ſhall think thar men are walking 
near the walls of his Chamber: which norwithftanding is nothing 
ſo;- but that onely there is reflex jon of thoſe perſons whom we ſee 
aloof, walking and going'up' aftd down. So likewiſe by way of re- 


flexion, may a'man ſceinthe'Heavens ſometimes a ſecond Sunne, * 


theImage of the true Sun 5 'and fo likewiſe of the Rainbow. How- 
beir that this latter (as eAFriftotle would have'it) is not any reflexion 
but a relatzon of the Aſpe# unto our eye-fight, But. under his cor- 
recion,/ that is-notſo ;--For-if the Rainbow in the Heavens do nor 
yield a reflexion roour ſight, it wonldnortbe ſcen inche.warer, or in 
a looking Glaſle, as it is, and as daily experience ſheweth us, 
And-this alſo may ſerve fora ſolution rothat Argument of the &p;- 
cures, who by Compariſon 'of the-clothes? of 'Tapiſtry, that im- 
prince their: colours inthe wall oppoſed, would prove, thatthe Ayre 
may alſo caſtavy formor Image of'it ſeif. For the colours of the 


Rainbow, and of Tapiſtry-hangings, are for the moſt part lively 


colours, as Azure or Sky-colour, red 'carnation, and green; all 
which do naturally caftagrear-ltifire, which may eafily yield an 
impreſſion upon any ſolid thing, atid may refle& unto our eyes. And 
yer neverthelefle, I ſee nor how this can be a good argument,ro ſhew 
thatthe Ayre can engender forms or figures; which may refer 
themſclves co the eyes, as SpeFers, and not rather, as Co- 
Jours. | | | 

Laſt of all, touching that which the Eprcares affirm; how, of 
the bodies of things do ifſue and remain certain Spoils : The ſame 
hath nor any foundation upon naturall reaſon, or upon any ap- 
parance of truth, For, is there any likelihood, or probability, 
that if the creatures do leave behind them their afier-burchens, or 
other ſuch ſpoils, bereaved from them, in the places where chey 
have been : Thar therefore the bodies (be they dead, or be they 
alive) do leave an Image, or impreſhonof themſelves, inchejr ab- 
ſence, after they are departed from thoſe places 2 Ir is moſt cer- 
rain, that the bodies of any creatures, have not any thing in them, 
which either in their life-time, or afcerthar their ſubſtance is pe- 
riſhed, can be abſtracted or ſeparated from them. For crherwiſe, 
of one body there ſhould be two made; which were a ſtcange 
thing , and altogether abhorring from nature. And were nor 
much 
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much different, cither from-tbe Fables of the Poets, who! ofi a: dread 
body, made the abſtraQion.of a  ſhadow,: which they called tlie 
Image and-Idoll thereof, (as:is affirmed, þoth by Sergim, and: Luciep 
and the (ommentator upon, Homer): or-elſc from thole fabulous-and 
idle dreams of the Rabbrns, and; Talmwaiſts,. which had their Nephes, 
as ſaith the Author of Zoer.-. Bur the erurh; is, char-thoſe Creatures 
which do vſero caſt their ſpoils fromthems do leave:ne other: then 
a thin flenderskin, which being ſupertiuous, is no more remaining 
or abiding with the body ;/Howbeit, thatiit. commeth from tne bo- 
dy, as'appeareth both by the after-burthensof all creatures(whetes 
in the young ones being wrapped and enfolded in the bellies oftheir 
dams, yet in comming from-thence,: do.cafily andinaturally-caft 
themoff) as alſo by the ſpoils of the Serpevr, or Syake, and by! the 
Skins of the Silk-worms2 and the C——_— z: the -which: ſuper- 
fluities, are drawn-and caſt off. partiaulatly. from theſe 'beafts- or. 
Creatures, as & mark to the-one, th: Wits;the Silk-wormy,  andCa- 
rerpillars, that they do change-iromitheir former flare,” and to the 
other, namely the Serpents, to ſhew the poxſons and ill bearbs-jand 
ſceds, which they have catch all the 'VVinter, according. as Yargel 
writeth of them, 2456/4 30041 '>i[2-10 arthhg rf 3p 
Theſe Arguments beiogchys finiſhed 2 Lets now cometo thar 
which-the-Epricares aflirmito be the cauſe why any: ſhould be itou- 


, ched and attainted with foax 5; whenihey ee fuch Images and fi- 


gures, whichthey affirm naturally to -flit and fly up 'and down; 
We (lay they) are affeced..and alrered, according to the things 
which we ſee, and which ere yext-unto-us. As for cxample; we 
perceive, 1 know-not what, ſalt humourbeing near the Sea z and 
in touching of Worm wood, and of Rue,. we find akind of birter« 
neflc ; and when we arenear a Smijth,we feel our teeth'tagnaſh;and 
to be ſcr on edge, at the noiſe of-his Filezor Saw, wherewith he wor- 
keth. Solikewiſe, when theſe Images and figures do preſent them- 
{clves unto us, we cannot poſſibly abide nor tuffer them 3; bur we 
find our ſelves ahered and ehangedinour underſtanding; howbeir 
ſome morethen other fome. For like as there be.certain ſeeds 
within the eyes of Cocks, which ſhining and ſhooting into the eyes 
of the Lions, doſo ſirike and pierce their eye-lids, and do infli& up- 
onthem ſuch pain and-grief, that they are conftrained ro fly from 
chem, being notable to-abide/or:endurethe ſight of. che Cock ; -So 
are there ſome men, who have-their ſenſes ſo apprehenfive and ſub- 
til}, that they cannot hold from/being afraid, when they fee ſuch 
vain Imapes and figures before them. ._ | _ 
Burt hereunto we muſt givethem this anſwer ; that the-fear which 
men have by the ſight of SpeGers or Spirits,commerh in-regardthar 
'the things are unaccuſtomed andadmirableto the bodily ſenſcs;and 
not from any ſecret ſeeds, which are contrary ro our nature, and 
much leſle from any .natural paſſion ;z ſuch as that is, where- 
with men are touched, that abide near the Sea, or thoſe that ſee Rue 
or Wormwood, ordo hear the noiſe of a Smiths file or ſaw, For if 
ir were of any natural paſſion that this fear proceeded ; then would 
nor 
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not che. party territied, -be ſo-contounced and aſtonithed even in the 
very powers of the Soul, as it is commonly ſeen tharmen are,ar the 
ſighr'of Specers or-Spirits: iburrarher he ſhould be onely moved 
by a certain Aztrpathy or abomination (as Pomponatruscallerh it) and 
would onely-abhor and fly fram that which he ſo feareth.. Beſides; 
things thatare ſupernatural;domuchmoretouchthe ſenſes of man, 
then thoſe.chings do, which are natural.: Neither are they ro be 
compared with ſuch things, as having anatural cauſe (howbeit ſec= 
ctcr)do happen to be ſeen daily and ordinarily, - Now I ſay, thar 
the cauſe-of theſe things'(though naturall) is ſecrer';”. For eMlexar. 
der Aphrodiſems, ſpeaking of the noiſe of the File, and' how it ſettech 
the:recth on edge, with other things of like. nature, fſaich, that Na< 
cure hath reſerved the reaſon thereof'unco her own ſecret k1owledg, 
not being willing to-imparc the cauſe thereof unto men,”' The like 
may be affirmed of:the greareſt part of thoſe 4mtipathres, which be. 
ing:concealed from men; yercannot come of any ſecrer ſeeds, thar 
are contraryor enemies tonature (asthe Eprewres dote) - but are hid- 
denn ——— Storchouſe of Nature,which hath nor 
revealcd or laid-the'ſame open untoany.perſon. i -VVho'can rell the 
treaſon why the (onciliatour;otherwilc called Peter de: Albano,did ab- 
hor milk 3 VVhy. Horace, and Jaques de Ewrlycouldnorabide G arlike> 
nor Cardan could away. with -Egs.- :And:why that Gentleman of 
Gaſcorgne (of whom Juli Ceſar Scaliger ſpeaketh) could not abide 
the ſound of a Yzoll > And of this latter in Cerdan you may read the 
Hiſtory. The Phyſician Scaliger writeth, how he himſelf knew a 
Gentleman, his neighbour, which had in him ſuch an Aztipathy ar 
the ſound of a Yzoll, that as ſoo as ever he heard it (wete he in any 
company, even of the beſt ſort, and that either at Table, or elſe- 
where) he was conſtrained to forſake the place, and togo away to 
make water. CD > > 
Now ithappened, that certain Gentlemen having of a long time 
perceived and known this ſtrange nature and diſpoſition in him, did 
one day invite this Gentleman to dine with them z and having pro- 
vided and ſuborned a certain Minſtrel of purpoſe, they cauſed him 
to be kept cloſe till the appointed dinner time,when being ſer at Ta. 
ble, they had fo placed the Gent. in the midſt of them, as it was nor 
poſſible for him ro get forth, Now as they were in the midſt of 
their dinner, in came the Fidler, and began to ſtrike up his Violt 
near uritothe Gent, he that never heard the ſound of that inſtru- 
ment, but was preſently taken with an extream defite to pifſe, grew 
into an excecding great pain : fot being nor able to ger from the 
Table, nor daring to lay open his imperfe@ion to the whole com- 
paiy ; the poor man ſhewed by the often change of his countenance, 
1n what pitiful caſe and painhe was. Burin theend he was can-

of this ſo admirable an Aztipathy, I aſſure my felf he ſhould be as

Wy unto thema body, do not aim at the: mark to deny their ef- 
WW - ſence; (as do the Saddaces ;) but they do it onely ro diſprove 
and impugne their Apparition, For it is a good conſe- 
quent ; if the Angels and Devils rake not upon' them any body, 
then can they not appear : And if one ſhould reply unto them and 
ſay ; That in our ſpirir and underſtanding the Angels and Devills 
may-give ſomeſhew and token of their preſence, To: this they 
have their exception ready : That things ſpirituall-and intelligible

Apparirtions of Spirits. 


_ © But beſoreI come to conclude this diſcourſe, I may not forget to 
tellyou how that many of the Xabbins and Jews which have taken 
upon them to.interpret the holy Scriptures, have held opinion,and 
been of the belicf, that choſe Angels which appeared to the Patr:- 
arks and Prophets, did not appear in any body, nor did aſſume unto 
them any body to make themſelves viſible. And of this opinion 
amongſt others was Rabbi Moſes, one of the moſt learned Kabbras 
'of the [ews, whoſaidz Thar all that which 1s read and recorded 
in the Old Teſtament of the Apparition of Angels, did come by an 
imaginary Viſion ; that is to ſay, ſometimes 1n ſleeping, and fome- 
timcs in waking. But this poſition (as Saint Thomas of Aquiae cal- 
leth ir,) cannot prevail againſt thetruth of the Scriptures ; for by 
the phraſc and manner of ſpeeches which are uſuall in the books of 
the Old Teſtament, it is eaſy to know and diſcern a difference, that 
which is ſignified and decjared to have Appeared purely and ſuamply to 
bur ezes, from that which 15 ſaid to be done by the means of a Prophe= 
ticall Yifios, For when it ought to be underitood, that any Appa- 
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rition was made by way of Viſion, there are ſome words pur down 
and inſerted, which do properly appertaintothe Vifion, ſuch as 
the Scriptures do intend; as.1n. £zechzel, the Spirit of the Lord (ſaith 
he) lifted me up between the Heaven andthe Earth, andledme into [e- 
ruſalem &y the Viſions of the Lord, Ifay therefore, that when it ap- 
pearcth rhar things are ſaid ro be done fimply, we ought to under- 
ſiand them as done {imply and truly. Now we read in the Old 
Teſtament, that many Apparitions have been made in body : And 
therefore we ought to grant, that the Angells do fomerimes aſsume
